Died at University of Missouri on 
December 16, After Short, Sud- 
den Illness 



The Hyphen joins all who loved 
Margaret Garner in grieving over her 
sudden death, which took place at 
Columbia, Missouri, where she was a 
student, on December 16. She waa 
a Senior in the School of Journalism 
of the University of Missouri, and wa ; 
studying her work practically also by 
serving as assistant society editor on 
the "Columbia Evening Missourian." 
She had a heavy course, and had been 
working very hard during the fall. 
• A deep cold settled on her for a week 
before she died, but she refused to 
give up her school work, and finally, 
when she became too sick to go on, 
walked to the Parker Memorial Hos- 
pital, in Columbia, where the physi- 
cians at Once pronounced the case 
_.-seTtOus, and summoned her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Garner, of Louis- 
iana, Mo. Mrs. Nellie Runyon, chap- 
eron at the Chi Omega House, at 
which Miss Garner lived; wa^ also 
with her. Quickly the disease — influ 
enza — became more critical, and hen 
affected her brain. She died four days 
after going to the Hospital, leaving 
besides her parents and two brothers, 
uncounted friends to sorrow over the 
untimely end of a bright young life 
which promised so much of value and 
of sweetness. 

Margaret Garner was the editor of 
the Hyphen the first half of the year 
1920-21, being succeeded by Louise 
Jerrell, for the spring term. She had 
a real vocation for such work, and had 
wisely recognized it, and was special- 
izing in it at the University when 
death ended her life story. She was 
bright, capable, tireless in the pre- 
paration of every task, and gifted with 
the capacity for expression that made 
her an easy and graceful writer. She 
was original in her ideas, and ex- 
pressed that trait in a number of 
special features in the Hyphen. She 
received a General Diploma, and Ex- 
pression Certificate, in 19£0, and a Di- 
ploma in Expression also in 1921. Her

W.-B. GIRL INHERITS 
SOUVENIRS O F 
PARENT COLLEGE 



One of our students, Pauline Os- 
born, of Frederick, Okla., has a very 
interesting souvenier, which has de- 
scended to her from her aunt, Miss 
Hattilu Osborn, of Cleburne, Texas, a 
graduate of the first session of Bel- 
mont College, which was one of the 
forebears of the Ward-Belmont of to- 
day. It Is the Commencement pro- 
gram of 1891, and Miss Osborn's aunt 
was one of the three graduates that 
year. She was a charming and very 
talented girl, whose academic work 
was supplemented by a course in Ex- 
pression, in which she specialized. 
Naturally frail, she was supposed to 
have worked too hard, and under- 
minded her health. Two years after 
her graduation she died. A medal, 
won at Belmont College, and this 
quaint invitation, were presented by 
this first graduate's father, to his 
granddaughter, Pauline Osborn, when 
she came to Ward-Belmont to school. 
She cherishes both of the interesting 
mementoes, and especially the Com- 
mencement invitation and program. 
It is an illustrated but very small, 
four-page folder, with parchment cov- 
ers on which the year '"91" is dimly 
seen. A picture of a graduate girl in 
cap and gown adorns the first page. 
Then the Commencement schedule on 
the second; and the Class Roll of 
graduates on the last. The baccalau- 
erate sermon was preached on Sunday, 
May 31, by Dr. Jere* Witherspoon, 
then pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church, who has long since passed to 
his rest. The planting of a Class 
Tree, on June 2, was a feature of the 
Commencement exercises.

TAKEN BY LOUISIANA FOR 
PRISON FARM. 



(The following Associated Press dis- 
patch, printed in the Nashville Ban- 
ner this week, will have an interest 
for readers of the Hyphen, since the 
private residence of the Acklen fam- 
ily, "which is referred to, is none other 
than the main building of Ward-Bel- 
mont. Around it as a center, the ex- 
tended wings, for dormitories and 
music have been erected.) 

"New Orleans. La., Jan. 11.— (By As- 
sociated Press.) — The breaking up of 
one of the largest estates of the Old 
South i 



. to be 

with the acquisition by the state of 
Louisiana of the celebrated Acklen 
plantations, which are to toe taken un- 
der the right of expropriation for 
state uses in connection with the con 
vict farms. While the breaking up of 
the large estates in Great Britain is 
a subject of frequent coment the di- 
vision of the largest estates of the 
South has received little notice. 

"The Acklen plantations were part 
of a great estate which for many 
years had remained in one family. 
Prior to the civil war Col. J. A. S. 
Acklen, the father of Joseph Hayes 
Acklen of Nashville, Tenn., was the 
owner of seven plantations in one 
body on the Mississippi river. The 
plantations surround the Lake of the 
Cross, where the explorer LaSalle 
and his priests planted the cross on 
the discovery of Louisiana. Besides 
his plantations Col. and Mrs. Acklen 
were the owners of many thousands 
of acres on Matagorda Bay, Texas; a 
town house in the city of Nashville, 
and the largest stock farm in the 
South, Fairview, six miles from Galla- 
tin, Tenn. 

"After the death of Col. and Mrs. 
Acklen, Belmont passed out of the 
hands of the family, and has become 
one of the most flourishing of schools 
for women in the South, Ward-Bel-

DR. TALCOTT WILLIAMS OF NEW 
YORK SPEAKS ON ORIENTAL 
WOMEN 



Appropriate Talk on Andrew Jackson 
by General W. H. Washington. 



Ward-Belmont girls had the privi- 
lege of hearing one of the most dis- 
tinguished men of America speak at 
the chapel hour this week, Dr. Tal- 
cott Williams of New York. 

Dr. Willams was born in Abeih, 
Turkey, and has without exception 
had one of the most notable careers 
of any man now listed in the world's 
finer activities. He is not only an 
editor and journalist of distinction but 
also a man who takes a great inter- 
est in the betterment of the negro 
situation of the day. Dr. Williams' 
message to us was concerning "Wo- 
men." 

The universe first began with wo- 
men and woman still rules," said he. 
"The Oriental women wear veils, but 
are better advocaters in the affairs 
of state and are far more success- 
ful than men. Being as she is be- 
hind a screen, it is not possible to tell 
the mood she is in, or whether Or not 
she is approving or is being persuaded 
to the point which is to be gained. 
The Eastern woman has her husband 
so completely to herself, that she has 
a much greater influence over him 
than the woman of America has over 
her husband. The Oriental women 
sacrifices more in forms and gains 
more in substance. One of the great- 
est heroines I have ever known wus 
a Hindu woman who led the charge in 
front of her army. All races are 
alike in many respects," said Dr. Wil- 
liams in closing; "those Eastern wo- 
men of good breeding and home train- 
ing may be distinguished, just in the 
same ways as those of America." 

Dr. Williams expressed his approval 
of the Hyphen most enthusiastically, 
and stated that it was one of the best 
school papers he had read. This word 
of encouragement from such an au- 
thority in this work, means much to 
us as an inspiration. 

Dr. Williams is now the Dean 
Emeritus of the Pulitzer School of 
Journalism at Columbia University; 
and was at one time the editor of a 
New York daily paper.

CHAPEL 



RED BIRD SCHOOL-HOUSE 

Miss Mary R. Norris, Dean of our 
splendid faculty, spoke to us most 
vividly on the subject, "The Little 
Schoolhouse on Red Bird Creek," this 
week in chapel. The schoolhouse is 
a little Baptist mission situated on 
Red Bird Creek in the Kentucky 
Mountains. She told us in an appeal- 
ing way, how the school life is carried 
on in this remote mountain region, and 
how many are the hardships that its 
scholars endure. When we at W.-B. 
hate to rise in the morning, let us 
think of the Mission school where 
students are obliged to rise in the 
early dawn, often before daylight, and 
do several hours of strenuous labor 
before their actual schoolroom work 
begins. 

Miss Norris' splendid and inspiring 
talk made us realize more than ever 
how much we have to be thankful for, 
and how much we should make of our 
opportunities while here at W.-B. In 
after life maybe some of us will give 
our time and training to work and bet- 
ter conditions in some of the little 
mission schools of the mountains. 



THE ORGAN 

During chapel last Friday, we were 
all very much interested in the infor- 
mation Mr. F. A. Henkel, director of 
organ, gave to us concerning the big 



pipe organ. Of course, everyone had 
noticed the new console in the chapel, 
and had wondered just how it dif- 
fered from the old one. 

Mr. Henkel began his explanation 
by telling very briefly the history of 
the organ. It was originated in the 
church of the ninth century. The first 
requisite of an organ, called the 
tracker action, is an ample and steady 
supply of wind with which to blow the 
various pipes. About fifty years ago 
the first successful attempt to remedy 
the manifold defects of the tracker ac 
tion were consummated. These im- 
provements led to the present day tu- 
bular pneumatic action. In this organ 
the tubes are provided, one for each 
key, manual and pedal, running from 
the keyboard to the chest. By utiliz- 
ing a puff of wind in these tubes, a 
valve in the chest is opened and the 
chest action is set in motion. Our 
organ in chapel was equipped with the 
tubular pneumatic action, but because 
it was slow in speaking and was hard 
to play on a very rapid movement, 
the organ has been changed from the 
tubular pneumatic action, to the elec- 
tro action, and now the organ speaks 
instantaneously, when the keys are 
pressed, this being a very great ad- 
vantage. 

Mr. Henkel removed the front part 
of the organ and allowed us to watch 
the bellows move up and down as the 
organ played. We were all surprised 
when we learned that there are 3,848 
pipes in our chapel organ, and thai 
the largest pipe is sixteen feet high 
and the smallest pipe is one half inch 
high. This information gives us a bet- 
ter conception of the organ and en- 
ables us tnore to appreciate its lovely 
tones when we hear it played.

ington made a very interesting talk on 
Andrew Jackson. It consisted of a 
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brief outline of Gen Jackson's achieve- 
ment, but went into detail on umie of 
the intimate and more in.oivsting 
events in his career. 

After touching upon his lineage, 
from Irish blood, of which In- was al- 
ways proud, of his obscure birth, and 
his early days of hardship, Gen. Wash- 
ington pointed an argument thai the 
brilliant achievement of his life, and 
the marks that he left upon the his- 
tory of his country, were an incentive 
to all American youth, as an illus ra- 
tion of what can be accomplished in 
this country of freedom. He told of 
the thrilling period of the world's his- 
tory in which Gen. Jackson lived, hav- 
ing been born two years before Na 
poleon Bonaparte. The speaker said 
that Jackson breathed the air of con- 
quest, and was always a fighter, not 
only for his personal Mberty, Vit lor 
the honor of his country.

He used a number of striking expres- 
sions describing Gen. Jackson's atti 
tnde in regard to life, for instance, 
saying: "His contempt of danger and 
death was hardly equaled by that ot 
any other American soldier exespt 
Sergt. York." 

"A man of that courage,'' smM >!en. 
Washington, "who had been supreme 
judge, a member of the United States 
senate, judge of the Circuit Court, and 
district attorney; and then achieved 
world fame as a soldier at the battle 
of New Orleans, was compelled to 
reap the presidency of sje; United 
States." 

He touched upon the death of Jack- 
son's beloved wife, which preceded his 
inauguration, and of Gen. Jackson's 
championship of Peggy O'Neal, and 
concluded with an amusing incident in 
connection with Van *Buren's worship 
of Gen. Jackson. 

"Gen. Jackson played the game fair- 
ly," concluded Gen. Washington. "He 
did not lie or steal or deviate from his 
beaten track of fair dealing: and he 
maintained his honor in all circum- 
stances. His life stands out as a 
beacon light among all citizens of 
America."

Her teachers, and her schoolmates 
at Ward-Belmont will always cherish 
her.'memory and her bright example, 
and they extend to those bound near- 
est to her by ties of love and duty, the 
assurance of their mutual sorrow. She 
was the first member of the Ward- 
Belmont Alumnae Association to be 
called from earth. 

The "Columbia Evening Missourian," 
(joncludes its story of her death, with 
phe following: 

,' "Miss Garner was a conscientious 
worker and had been studying very 
hard this term. Every morning she 
spent two hours on the society desk 
of the Missourian. Today, after her 
death, a note in her handwriting was 
found on the loose-leaf calendar of 
the seeie<y desk under the date of 
December 20, when the term ends.

FACULTY FACTS 



Editor's Note: This is the first of a 
series of interviews which will be ar- 
ranged between members of the Hy- 
phen sta"ff and the members of the 
Academic faculty. In this issue we 
give an account of and the results of 
an interview with Miss Mary R. Nor- 
ris, dean of the Faculty. 



As the two reporters entered the 
dean's office, Miss Norris had a Hy- 
phen on the desk before her and was 
reading the Alumni column. This gave 
a decidedly good opening for the inter 
view which was to follow. Throughout 
the entire half-hour, the girls' inter- 
est was held at the highest point by 
Miss Norris' very entertaining story 
of her life 

"1 am a Yankee to the bone,'' she 
began. "My mother's people came over 
in 1640. My father was a Connecti- 
cut man. He was a home missionary 
in the forests of Michigan, so 1 was 
born there, but I spent most of my 
life in Connecticut and feel that I be- 
long t 0 New England.'' 

Miss Norris attended Bryn Mawr 
where she majored in Latin and Greek 
and received her A.B. and A.M. de- 
grees. Her first teaching experience 
was at the Veltin school in New York, 
where she taught the girls preparing 
for Bryn Mawr. Later Miss Norris 
and her sister conducted a day school 
for children in Germantown near New- 
York. After this, she taught history 
at a preparatory school in Hollidays- 
burg, Pennsylvania. While at Holli- 
daysburg. Miss Norris heard a speech 
given by the man who founded the 
Redbird School in the Kentucky moun- 
tains, in which she became so greatly 
interested, and told us about in chapel 
last week. 

"1 have traveled much as other peo- 
ple have," Miss Norris said, "I was 
abroad one summer and during an- 
other summer I was on the Western 
Coast. 

"I had one very interesting trip," 
she continued. "While my sister and 
I were in Canada, we went to visit 
an old friend of ours who had a home- 
stead in Northwestern Canada. It was 
the most desolate place I have ever 
seen. The little town had only one 
inn, a store and two houses. 1 never 
realized before how much dirt there 
could be. The people seemed so prim- 
itive. There was one clean, respect- 
able-looking girl whose father kept 
the inn, and to this girl we clung pro 
tectingly. 

"The church seemed very strange 
to me. In the rough, barren room, a 
dirty, uncouth backwoodsman deliv- 
ered a short, incoherent sermon. The 
only people attending the service were 
the minister's wile, one man, and my 
sister and I." 

Miss Norris expressed her delight 
in exploring and finding new things 
for herself, and this experience in one 
of the most unsettled and almost un- 
civilized sections of Canada, has meant 
a great deal to her. 

Miss Norris also told of her inter 
esting experience on a desert ranch 
in California. When asked about her 
hobbies she told of her interest in 
Y. W. C. A. work. 

"Aside from the little dogs next door, 



my walks and my garden, I believe my 
greatest outside interests are Ihe 
Y. W. C, A. and the Nashville College 
Club of which I am corresponding sec- 
retary. This noon I am to speak to 
the working girls of the Tennessee 
Biscuit Company at the Y. W. C. A." 

It was truly inspiring to the girls 
to see from the informal accounts of 
her experiences how Miss Norris, the 
busy faculty dean of a large school, 
had found time to do so many units 
ual things and so much for other peo- 
ple. «* 

"I think it is a pity," she said, "that, 
people don't have time to do more 
unusual things." 

As the girls rose to go alter their 
very interesting interview, Miss Nor- 
ris added a word about the Hyphen. 

"1 think you get out a fine paper," 
she said, "Your news, so full of life, 
is most interesting, especially, because 
of its freshness and variety."

The cause of the Barnardo Orphan 
Homes was very appealingly present- 
ed at chapel on Wednesday by Mr 
.1. X. Stephen, of London, Kngland, 
who is a representative of this superb 
charity, which is established already 
in England, Australia ami Canada, but 
not in Ibis country. Mr. Stephen 
stated that many worthy and useful 
American citizens had at one time or 
another received the shelter and pro 
tection of some one of these homes. 
They were originally established 
about sixty years ago by Dr. Thomas 
Barnardo, a young medical student, 
who became impressed with the piti- 
able condition of London's friendless 
and homeless boys, and determined 
to begin a refuge tor a few of them. 
The first shelter was found in a 
donkey stable, which was rented and 
floored and opened for some of the 
desolate street boys. Since the found 
er's death, seventeen years ago, the 
work has been carried on in his name, 
and is now accomplishing a mighty 
work of reformation and relief, 
through a chain of well equipped and 
comfortable homes.

Miss Pauline Sherwood Townsend, 
director of Expression, has accepted 
the invitation of the Halcyon Club, of 
Nashville, to lecture before its mem- 
bership on Tuesday afternoon. Her 
subject will be "Browning and the 
Dramatic Monologue," illustrated by 
readings from Browning, and also* 
from Amy Lowell and Vachel Lindsey. 
The meeting will take place at the 
Nashville Y. W. C. A. and the poems 
Miss Townsend will read will include: 
A Woman's Last Word, Confessions, 
Youth and Art, The Patriot, Spanish 
Cloister, and parts of Rabbi Ben 
Ezra and Andrea del Sarto and Death 
in the Desert.

Ward-Belmont students were given 
the privilege, of hearing the brilliant 
Oxford scholar and Cambridge Exten- 
sion lecturer, Miss^ Elizabeth Drew, of 
London, speak in Ch%pel on Thursday 
on "Shakespeare's Theatre." The 
speaker appeared in Nashville only at 
Ward-Belmont, and before the Cen- 
tennial Club, an organization of Ave 
hundred prominent Tennessee women. 
She came here, enroute to the" West, 
where she has speaking engagements 
until April, and was directly from 
New York, where lectures through 
th«? East have kept her engaged since 
September. 

The coming of Miss Drew to Ward- 
Belmont was a rare and valuable op- 
portunity, which the students eagerly 
enjoyed, and for which they feel the 
sinceTest appreciation. The manage- 
ment of the school scored another 
great advantage for us in securing 
her. 

Mis« Drew, before her lecture, was 
entertained at luncheon by our presi- 
dent, Dr. Blanton, who invited to meet 
her: Dr. C. E. Crosland, associate 
president; Miss Leila D. Mills, the 
dean of women, and some members of 
the faculty. Including: Miss Olive C. 
Ross, Miss Theodora Scruggs, and 
Miss Shouse, of the English depart- 
ment; and Miss Pauline Sherwood 
Townsend, director of Expression. 

Miss Drew spoke for more* than an 
hour, and held our closest interest 
throughout. Her choice English, the 
information and descriptive pictures 
that she gave us, and her charm of 
personality made her appearance very 
notable. 

She brought out the fact that thA 



being due to the construction of his 
stages, by reason of which he must, 
after the combats and the slaying of 
characters, have* a milder interlude 
when the fallen bodies could be re- 
moved, and the violence of battle 
could clear 

"You must remember," said Miss 
Drew, "that there* was an absolute 
lack of what we call the pictorial ele- 
ment in Shakespeare's drama. We 
have become so weakened by the con- 
stant current of cinema dramas, that 
we can hardly understand how power- 
fully those early dramatists pictured 
the human emotion solely through the 
spoken word. It was a «ase of hear- 
ing more but seeing less, for Shakes- 
peare had to produce his pictures en- 
tirely with his words. For instance, 
in Juliet's balcony scene, the coming 
of dawn was powerfully suggested, 
though there was no background of 
misty clouds and rising sun. His 
technic w'as so great that he even 
brought before his audience the ob- 
scurity of night (when all his crisis 
scenes were staged), although he 
knew the plays would be produced at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon. He played 
to the groundlings in the long 
speeches and abundant poetry of 
Henry V; and in the use of the jester 
in many plays. In every way he 
gave his audiences what they wanted, 
and used the efTects of much fighting, 
violent noises, tolling of bells, proces- 
sions of soldiers, the appearance of 
mad women; explosions, and every 
stimulus to the popular love of excite- 
ment. As seen beside Shakespeare's 
wonderful and colorful technic, the 
modern melodrama becomes pale and 
tame by contrast."

art of Shakespeare's time was that VfDear Folks 
art which is closest to all life, the art 
of the drama, and contrasted the 
power and popularity of the* drama 
with that of the novel in this day, the 
reason for the novel's supremacy be- 
ing the fact that the novel has to do 
with the spirit of the age. Mentally 
we are not now so alert as in the 
Elizabethan age, and the dramatists of 
the Elizabethan age are more diffi 
cult to understand. 

"The novelist," said Miss Drew, 
"is not only his own stage manager, 
but his interpreter as well. He con- 
trols the secret of his character's ac- 
tions, and still Is within the scope, of 
the stage. The dramatist can explain 
nothing, and must ask for more active 
co-operation from his audience. It 
is harder to appreciate the drama, 
and in this age, we are poor in the 
art of dramatic appreciation." 

Going at length into the mechanical 
construction of Shakespeare's, thea- 
tre, Miss Drew described the main 
stage, with its platform running dow,© 
into the audience; the stage only be- 
ing roofed over, and the audience 
seated in the open air; scenery being 
only sparsely provided, and no ef- 
fects of light or color to suggest the 
hour, or the condition of the atmos- 
phere. As to the method of acting, 
Miss Drew reminded her hearers that 
all women's parts were taken by 
boys, and explained why Shakespeare 
never ended his plays with a crisis,

FACULTY FACTS 



Editor's Note: This is the second of 
a series of interviews which have 
been arranged between members of 
the HYPHEN staff and the members 
of Ihe academic faculty. In this issue 
we give an account of the results of 
an interview with Miss Pauline Sher- 
wood Townsend, director of the Ex- 
pression School at Ward-Belmont. 

'T would rather talk about my work 
than about myself," Miss Townsend 
began, so the eager reporter, know- 
ing that her work had been so inter- 
esting, sat down to write as fast as 
possible the many details given by 
Miss Townsend in a thirty-minute in- 
terview. 

Miss Townsend first studied voice 
and piano at the New England Con- 
servatory in Boston, and at the same 
time took lessons in Expression and 
the general literary course at Boston 
University, during her four years' res- 
idence in that city. She next studied 
Expression in New York, with Mr. 
Nelson Waeateroft, president of the 
American Academy of Dramatic Art. 
Having finished her course there, she 



became a public reader and gave 
readings in every state of the union 
excepting two, and also in Canada. 

For a few years Miss Townsend 
studied in Europe, taking up Pagean- 
try in London and studying also with 
a very noted French actor, at Paris. 
When she returned to New York, it 
was to take up teaching and studio 
work, during the summer session of 
the New York University, as the as- 
sistant of Dr. Curry. Dr. Curry was 
the head of the School of Expression 
in Boston, from which Miss Town- 
send graduated. While in New York 
Miss Townsend sudied also with a 
New York Doctor's Clinic for defec- 
tive speech. 

Miss Townsend produced the first 
large American pageant given in the 
United States, entitled, "Pageantry of 
the Western World." 

Since her arrival in Nashville, Miss 
Townsend has been very active in the 
civic life of Nashville. Under civic 
auspices she gave a pageant, with 
three thousand people taking part, at 
Centennial Park in Nashville. The 
Nashville Parthenon, the only "inch 
to inch" reproduction of the Greek 
Parthenon in the world, made a 
splendid background for this pageant, 
which was itself perfect in details of 
beauty and movement. Another pa- 
geant, given under the direction of 
Miss Townsend, was "The Electra of 
Sophocles," using only Ward-Belmont 
girls. This pageant, one of the most 
beautiful ever produced under the di- 
rection of Miss Townsend was given 
for the Art Association of Nashville, 
at Centennial Park. 

In 1913, Miss Townsend gave an 
Indian pageant embracing the his- 
toric, legendary and fictitious Indians 
of North and South America. A copy 
of the manuscript of this pageant is 
in the Hispanic Museum, in New 
York. 

Other remarkablei productions by 
Miss Townsend are: "The Pageant of 
Shakespeare," or "The Procession of 
the Drama," given in 1918 with the 
"aid of Ward-Belmont girls and 100 
Vanderbilt University boys; in 1920, 
after an exhaustive study of five 
years, Miss Townsend prepared a pa- 
geant in honor of the Pilgrims, hav- 
ing first visited all the supposed land- 
ing places of the Pilgrims in order to 
assure correct local color. An in- 
vited audience filled the Ryman Audi- 
torium in Nashville, to capacity, 
while all Mayflower descendants in 
Nashville were given special seats, 
numbering about forty. 

Miss Townsend was the first per- 
son to bring Irish drama into Nash- 
ville, giving several programs of the 
plays of the Dublin players, some of 
which were sent to her by the au- 
thors. 

During the war, several authors of 
prominence gave Miss Townsend per- 
mission to produce their plays with- 
out royalty, i. e., Alfred Noye's "Sher- 
wood," Henry Van Dyke's "Rimmon," 
Mrs. Trask's "Beyond the Border," 
and Percy Mac Kayes "Jeanne d' 
Arc," which was given at the Ven- 
dome Theatre with special scenery 
and costumes designed from the De 
Monval pictures. 

Miss Townsend is the possessor of 



the "Artistic Diploma" of the School 
of Expression in Boston. This di- 
ploma was presented to her by Dr. 
Curry and the trustees of Boston Uni- 
versity, for persistent working toward 
an ideal in plays and pageantry. She 
also holds the "Philosophic Diploma," 
with about six or eight other people 
for research work along the lines of 
voice and pantomime. 

Among the creative work which 
Miss Townsend has done during her 
career at Ward-Belmont, are a num- 
ber of plays for children, a dramatiza- 
tion of "Alice in Wonderland," given 
by the Senior-Middle class of W.-B. 
in 1920, and the dramatization of Wit- 
ter Bynner's "The Canticle of Pan," 
which the same class presented in, 
1922. 

All those who have been trained by 
Dr. Curry are placed in a rank of high 
distinction and prominence in dra- 
matic circles. Dr. Curry led the ad- 
vance in vocal expression for the last 
fifty years, having published sixteen 
books upon the philosophy, training, 
foundation imagination and outlook 
upon the voice and body as expressive 
agents. Miss Towsend aided Dr. Cur- 
ry in editing his book of Expression 
for grammar-school children. 

In expressing her great love for the 
work in which she has been able to 
do so much Miss Townsend said: 

"Expression now is taught, not sim- 
ply as recitational work, but with a 
law of unfoldment through the train- 
ing of the agents, voice, mind and 
body— and the unity of these trained 
agents is the purpose of the School of 
Expression's teaching. The training 
of the student ethically, aesthetically, 
and technically is carried on, to form 
i he youngest to the oldest student. Ex- 
pression is training for leadership, 
command, handling of powers under a 
well developed and tried method of 
work. The law of the School of Ex- 
pression, implies from within, out- 
ward; it is the law of growth toward 
development" 

Miss Townsend is to be congratu- 
lated for the splendid service she has 
rendered in bringing joy to thousands 
and in inspiring others to take up the 
work which has meant so much to 
her.

MEMORIAL WEEK

all over the United States to observe 
the week beginning January 22, as 
"MacDowell Memorial Week," Ward- 
Belmont had two very artistic com- 
memoration programs. MacDowell's 
birthday fell on January 23, and 
throughout the week it has been no. 
ticeable that a great deal of his music 
has been played in the studios and 
on the big pipe organ. 

The mid-week celebration given un- 
der the direction of Mr. Alfred H. 
Strick, director of Musical Science, 
took ^ptace in his studio on Wednes- 
day, in the presence of the combined 
classes of Appreciation and History 
of Music. It was introduced by an In- 
teresting paper by Miss Louise Allen 
on the "Life of MacDowell," closing 



with fix artistic poem from Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Vfy/Page, of Nashville. 

Mr. Strick paid a tribute to Mac- 
Dowell for his fine standard, his art 
of expression, his achievement and 
his untiring love of music in all its 
forms. Miss Kathryn Kirkham, as- 
sistant director in Mr. Strick's de- 
partment, sang two MacDowell songs. 
"To a Wild Rose" and "A Maid Sings 
Light," which was followed by the 
Tragic Sonata played on the Duo Art 
Piano. 

Mrs. Hazel Coate Rose, of the 
School of Piano, gave a beautiful pro- 
gram in celebration of the MacDowell 
anniversary week, on Monday after- 
noon at her apartment, when she 
played, before a limited number of her 
class and a few friends, three Mac- 
Dowell numbers: "Eroica," (last 
movement) The Shadow Dance, and 
Hungarian. 

Mrs. Rose is one of the most bril- 
liant pianists in this section, noted 
especially for her fine powers of in- 
terpretation and expression. Her Mac-

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DR. WHITSON SPEAKS 
ON BIBLE AT SUN- 
DAY ^VM. SERVICE 

The rainy weather on Sunday morn- 
ing, prevented our attendance at our 
usual churches In town, so a service 
was held at 12:15 in our own audi- 
torium. After a hymn and the read- 
ing of the responses, a sermon was 
given by Dr. J. H. Whitson, Instructor 
in Bible Study at Ward-Belmont. 

Dr. Whltson's sermon developed, in 
a most interesting and beneficial man- 
ner, the subject of the varied attemtps 
to destory the Bible. We learned 
how, in ancient Rome, the Christians 
were persecuted and the Bibles were 
burned; how the men who wrote the 
Bible were put to death by torture. 

Then came the attempts to destory 
the Bible and its influence, by ridicule. 
Voltaire, although one of the greatest 
Frenchmen who has ever lived, and al- 
though he did much toward further- 
ing the cause of the common people 
In France, and throwing down the 
monarchy, was, nevertheless a great 
skeptic and declared that "the Bible 
would be an unremembered book in 
the nineteenth century." Thomas 
Payne, in this country, and also Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll, in his lectures di- 
rected many shafts of ridicule at the 
Bible. 

Another attempt to destroy the Holy 
Scriptures is seen in the ignorance of 
friends of the Bible. Dr. Whitson told 
the story of one man, much interested 
in the early manuscripts of the Bible, 
who found some ignorant monks us- 
ing pieces of Very valuable Bible 
manuscript to start a fire. 

"But, the worst enemy of the Bible 
is indifference," Dr. Whitson ex- 
claimed earnestly. "We have the 
Bible printed in nearly 300 different 
languages; copies of this book are 
spread throughout the world; Bibles 
are placed in every hotel room in tlie 
United States, through the efforts of 
a traveling men's society known as 
'Gideon's Band;' we all have the Bible 
in our homes, and yet. . . . we do not 
read or study it as we should. Our 
Bibles become dusty through disuse 
and neglect. We destroy the Bible 
through indifference." 

Dr. Whitson then gave a compre- 
hensive definition of the Bible. He 
said, "The Bible is the clearest mes- 
sage that comes from God to the 
world. It is a wonderful book, com- 
posed of and divided into parts rep- 
resenting history, poetry, prophecy 
and emotional appeal, drama and law. 
It tells of the actions of God, behind 
the actions of his people. As a re- 
sult of our neglect of the Bible and 
our failure to study it, we break many 
of the commandments. The first com-

mandment which says, 'Thou shalt 
have no other God but me,' is cast 
aside, while people make gods out of 
ambition, money, and position. The 
world would be peaceful now if men 
did not covet and steal and kill; if 
they but kept the commandment to 
love our neighbor as ourself. 

"The Bible, its contents, its teach- 
ing, its preservation, and Christianity, 
Its growth and its blessings, are out- 
standing miracles." Dr. Whitson urged 
that we, possessors of youth, read the 
Bible and enrich Christianity by ad- 
hering strictly to itB laws. 



At Vespers, Sunday night, Dr. Pren- 
tice Pugh, rector of the Church of the 
Advent, addressed us. He gave a very 
interesting short sermon in which he 
compared people to lead pencils. "It 
isn't the outside of the pencil that 
makes it a good one, it's the lead." 
he said. "The pencil must be sharp- 
ened to be any good, or of any use to 
others. It must have an eraser to 
clean away all the mistakes that it 
makes. So it is with human beings; 
it isn't the outside appearance that 
counts, it's the quality of the soul. 
The hard knocks that come to us, 
sharpen our ability to make ourselves 
of some use in the world. We have a 
heavenly Father who forgives our 
mistakes and permits us to start with 
a clean sheet." 

Dr. Pugh urged that we make the 
best use of the things God has given 
to us; "make our marks" in the world, 
gain something from each hard knock 
that comes along and be the right 
kind of a "lead pencil."

According to our pleasant custom, 
last Sunday being the four.h Sunday 
of the month, we remained at home 
for our church services. 

Dr. Harry Clark, who was already 
known to us, and who is Professor of 
Education in the University of Ten- 
nessee, and now secretary of the as- 
sociation of Tennessee Baptists, was 
speaker of the morning. He took as 
his text the twelfth Chapter of Ro- 
mans, and the seventh Chapter of St. 
Matthew, speaking to us on the sub- 
ject, "The W-B Type of Girl." 

"There is a W-B type of girl," said 
Dr. Clark, "as well as a Harvard type 
of man...

The girl who's feel- 
ings are easily hurt, who take3 every 
little thing the wrong way is not 
happy herself, and only adds to the 
discomfort of others. One day a 
young bride was riding along with her 
would-be clever husband, who chanced 
to remark that a cow along the l'oad 
side remind him of some of her rela- 
tions." "Yes, by marriage," she re- 
plied "quite right you are!" "Every 
girl in school can pass over things that 
don't amount to any thing— smile 1' 
off."

"Well, I should smile, and those 
luscious pies!" 

"Oh, and the fruit salad and the 
beans, and the cake, and hot biscuits 
and that divine thousand island dress- 
ing! Honestly, they are wonderful!" 

These are common expressions, in 
the terms of the usual W-B vocabulary, 
which express in some measure the 
appreciation felt by everyone for the 
splendid service rendered by W-B's 
commissary department. The work is 
very well systematized and is man- 
aged most efficiently by Mrs. Howard 
Robertson, Miss Harris and Miss Jor- 
dan. On Monday morning an "inquir- 
ing" (and perhaps hungry) reporter 
went down to visit the kitchen. She 
was met by Miss Jordan who very 
kindly "made the rounds" describing 
the order in which the waiters filled 
their trays, and explaining the work- 
ing of the huge stoves which are all 
along one side of the kitchen, near 
the various dish and glass washing 
machines. Every thing is in apple 
pie order, and the kitchens are venti- 
lated in such a way that there is prac- 
ti< ally no odor from the cooking, and 
very little heat. 

First, upon entering the door of the 
white tiled pantry, one sees rows and 
rows of cih)s, glasses, silverware and 
the extra chinaware, arranged in an 
orderly way upon shelves which ex- 
tend from the floor to the ceiling. 
There is a long table, down the cen- 
ter of the room, where four women are 
busy making the salads. These women 
along with one man prepare all the 
salads, (with the exception of the sal- 
ad dressing) and also cut 50 pounds 
of butter every day for table use only. 
The butter and the milk are kept in 
a large refrigerator, made especially 
for this purpose, which is reached by 
a door from the pantry. 

■•One passes, then, into the kitchen 
proper, and meets Ramsey, the- head 
chef. He has been feeding Ward- 
Belmont girls for ten years and likes 
it. He greets one with a smile on his 
face and with ready answers to one's 
numerous questions. In fact, he is as 
noted for his good disposition as for 
his salad dressings, and his ability in 
overseeing and supervising the many 
cooks and the food which they pre- 
pare. He tells us with a chuckle that 
he is now preparing 300 pounds of 
steak for this evening's dinner, and 
that when chicken is served, we only 
sonsume 260 pound. We gasp at 
the outlay of figures, when he says 
that it takes from twelve to fifteen 
gallons of oysters to satisfy 'the "hun- 



gry mobs." He shows us the "steam- 
er" where the milk is heated for choc- 
olate and where the chickens are 
steamed. It requires twenty-five gal- 
lons of milk to make cocoa for one 
meal, and on Friday when butter-milk 
gains popularity, eighteen gallons of 
this is made. From three to four 
bushels of potatoes are prepared for 
"potatoes au gratin," with none left 
over, and in this preparation also 
twenty-five pounds of cheese are used. 
Amazed by things which we have 
never even dreamed of before, we in- 



spect the large dish washing machines 
and the racks where the dried dishes 
are placed and warmed. The cups 
and the silverware are washed "by 
hand" but there is a machine for 
washing the plates, saucers, vege- 
table dishes, platters and one for the 
glassware. Before the meal, the 
waiters and waitresses line up to re- 
ceive the food for their tables. The 
line extends from the pantry to the far 
end of the seventy-five foot kitchen, 
and every tray-full is inspected by 
Mrs. Robertson before it leaves the 
kitchen. 

We go now to the bakery where 
William Blackmail with four assis- 
tants is making pie crust for ninety 
pies, to be served at dinner. He make? 
all the delicious rolls, the cakes, the 
hot cakes, the bread, the "kisses," the 
macaroons that every one likes so well 
We wonder if you could do what he 
does, that is, bake 2,000 cinnamon 
rolls for one meal, or, without a the- 
mometer, regulate the heat of the 20 
xl6 foot oven, and never burn a single 
one of the 3,000 rolls which he bakes 
for dinner? He has a large machine 
in which he mixes his batter, and this 
machine also has appliances for beat- 
ing, frosting and for whipping cream. 
The sauces for ice cream and the sal- 
ad dressings are also prepared in this 
marvelous contrivance. A barrel and 
a half is the amount of flour used, in- 
cluding pastry flour, in one day's bak- 
ing. 

We recommend, since Miss Jordan 
is always so willing, that every girl 
in school take some time to visit this 
very important institution, in order 
that she may see for herself the 
workings of the K. P's of Ward-Bel- 
mont.

WARD-BELMONT GIRLS STUDY LIVING 

ON TWO DOLLAR A DAY BASIS 



"How a Family of Six Can Live 
Wholesomely and Well on Two Dol- 
lars a Day," is being taught in the 
Ward-Belmont Domestic Science De- 
partment. The results of the lesson 
are very illuminating. The subject 
is worked out on practical lines, and 
the answer is one that any family can 
get, if the purchasing member uses 
thought, and knows something about 
the relative nutritive value of food. 

This family is supposed to be divided 
thus: Parents, three children, aged 
two, six and ten years, and a grand- 
mother. The ages of the children 
have a bearing on the proper selection 
of food, and explain the large quanti- 
ty of milk used daily, which is three 
quarts. 

The second year class in Domestic 
Science was given this problem to 
solve. The Director of the Depart- 
ment, Miss Alberta Cooper, herself an 
expert, verified every figure by the 
existing market prices. The class 
was sent to the Market House, and 
the grocery stores, to get prices, and 
this without the knowledge of the 
uses to be made of the prices. They 
were the same made to any house- 
keeper or buyer. Then, with lists, 
food and figures in hand, the class set 
to work to plan out several menus, 



on which the family of six could live 
well at a cost of two dollars a day. 
Miss Cooper went over them, cutting 
off here, and adding there, and the 
class worked again, in order that the 
menus should combine the right 
amount of food value in order that 
every member of the family might be 
not only wholesomely fed, but prop- 
erly nourished. The results proved 
that the family, number of six, could 
live well on just this amount, and here 
are some of the menus, and prices to 
prove it:

is something about the vocal quality 
that, like the cello, is very moving to 
the general public. My own career as 
a singer commenced at the age of 
This is too early. A little singing 
every day would be beneficial all 
through childhood, but 17, or 18 is 
early enough to begin to get the right 
foundation and technique. 

"The voice teacher of I en spend j 
many valuable vocal lesson;-; in cor- 
recting things which ought to be 
taught to every child in the day 
school. I mean frankly, how to speak 
right. A kind of jargon is permitted 
in many schools scantly resembling 
the English language. When people 
sing they speak music. The child 
should learn how to utter consonants 
distinctly, the vowel tones with the 
best standards of good taste, without 
affectation, and to 'speak forward.' 
Not only children of foreign parents, 
but college and high school students 
squawk in their throats or whine in 
their noses. 

"Most vocal beginners fall into very 
band hands. The tragedy is that the 
pupil or parent canno; tell whether the 
teacher is a good one. Some teach- 
ers make reputations by being fortu- 
nate enough to secure a few voices. 
Others have been celebrated singers, 
and have had a wide experience in 
singing, but not in teaching. Many 
famous vocal masters themselves 
sang with only fair success. 

"The best guide is to hear as many 
of the teacher's pupils as possible, 
but the usual method is to blunder 
around from teacher to teacher. The 
vocal teacher question is so much 
more imoprtant than that of the piano 
or violin teacher, as the/'voice teacher 
in a few lessons may flo irreparable 
damage. 

"One of the hardest things for the 
possessor of a big voice is to relax. 
No singer with a body and a mind 
built like a fortress can sing freely 
and move a large audience. Tl\e 
voice must be free like a bird. Re- 
laxation with a controlled breath is 
the basis of all good tone emission. 
There are very few real contraltos. 
Most of the singers who pose as con- 
traltos ire mezzo sopranos who affect 
a mannish tone. Some succeed In 
sounding like female baritones. Try- 
ing to change a mezzo into a con- 
tralto is like dyeing your hair. You 
get the color tout the public knows 
intuitively that it isn't real. I sing 
high C in 'Trovatore' and low D in 
Schubert's "Death and the Maiden"— 
three octaves, but contralto straight 
through. 

"Just as a cellist is expected to play 
pieces with lightning-like rapidity, so 
should the contralto have a voice as 
flexible as Galli-Curci. Flexibility adds 
smoothness and richness, and greatly 
eliminates the 'baying,' hoarse qual- 
ity which in some contraltos reminds 
one of a dog serenading the moon. 

"Avoid heaviness; the voice will be 
heavy enough as it is. More than 
this, the ocntralto often seems to be 
prone to grow heavy herself, and of- 
ten stouter than sopranos. Singing 
is a good exercise, promoting the ap- 
petite; one eats abnormally, and 



there you are. My first vocal exer 
cises every day are taken lightly and 
softly, a few notes at a time. I often 
study my roles in opera, and ora- 
torios on a walk or when riding in 
my car. It pays to think much and 
sing little. 

ticularly fond of contraltos, Sealchid 
and Schumajin-Heink, both born 
abroad, have made their biggest suc- 
• "The American public seems par- 
cesses here. America loves to hear 
the contralto in simple songs as well 
as in the more elaborate arias. But 
study never ends and great fame, like 
Rome, is not built in a day or on a 
frail foundation. I often say to my- 
self 'Goodness, will I ever arrive?'"

DR. E. E. GEORGE 



Dr. E. E. George, General Secretary 
of the Y. M. C. A. work of Memphis 
delighted us by, returning to speak 
to us at our chapel hour, on the sub- 
ject "What is your life?" 

"Whence am I?" 

"What am I? 

"Whither ami I going? are three 
great questions of interest to every- 
one of us," said Dr. George in begin- 
ning his helpful talk. "Is your life a 
vapor that appeareth for a little while 
then goes away? No — your life is a 
gift from God. There is a divine 
spark in every human in the world. 

"God has a right to expect that you 
use your life for a worth while pur- 
pose. The vast majority of young 
men and women today live without 
realizing that God has any plan for 
their lives. 

"There are three different ways in 
which you may determine God's will 
for your life, first by making a study 
of the Bible, second, by praying with 
God, and .third, by correctly interpret- 
ing the divine providences that come 
into your life," said Dr. George in 
bringing his message to a close.

Wi'h this original verse written in 
a Barrie play which he presented to a 
young friend, recently. Dr. Richard 
Burton, who has given a brilliant ser- 
ies of talks in Nashville during the 
past few days concluded a typically 
interesting lecture on "Barrie, the 
Poet in a Playhouse," at Ward-Bel- 
mont on Saturday morning. Quite a 
number of students from other insti- 
tutions, and some of (lie patrons of the 
school availed themselves of the invi- 
tation extended by Dr. J. D. Blanton, 
President, to hear Dr. Burton, whose 
lectures are always among the best 
platform utterances heard in Nash- 
ville. 

Briefly he traced Barrie's career, 
from his peasant boyhood, to the day 
when he became Sir James Barrie. 
and achieved England's high distinc- 
tion, the Order of Merit, drawing the 
conclusion that physical size, either In 
man or in country does not signify i.< 
the line of accomplishment. He told 
of his literary beginning, as a writer 
of Action, and of short stories in which 
he won his first fame, alluding charm- 
ingly to the merits of "A Wirdow in 
Thrums," "The Little Minister," "Sen- 
timental Tommy" and its sequel, and 
then went on to his plays, which he 
pronounced the most difficult form oi 
story-telling, but that in which Barrif 
peculiarly excels. The thirty plays 
that he produced, some of them bein.; 
inspired by his association with the 
master play producer, Charles Froh- 
man, indicated in superb array, hi s 
traits of whimsey, insight, and humor, 
and the power that enabled him to 
produce a succession of plays that left 
no smirch on the soul or bad taste 
in the mouth. He was a pioneer in 
one act plays, and a past master in 
this brilliant new form of play-writing. 
Following this, Dr. Burton conclude] 
with reading extracts from Barrie's 
noted St. Andrew's s Address, which 
has been published in the form of the 
little booklet, "Courage," and which 
he recommended all the students to 
own and study.

WOMEN TALK 

Women talk more than men, but it 
is not just through plain flightiness. 
as so many believe. It is because 
passive and attractive woman never 
has had to perform acts that ab- 
sorbed all. of her intellectual energy, 
and so she has taken it out in talk. 
At least, that is the explanation of 
fered for the greater volubility of 
women by Dr. A. A. Brill, professor 
of psychology at New York Univer- 
sity, in an address before the dele- 
gates to the convention of the Nation- 
al Association of Teachers of Speech 
and the Eastern Public Speaking Con- 
ference. 

"Women of today, like their more 
primitive ancestors," said Dr. Brill, 
"can cook, crochet and talk at the 
same time, and giving so much time 
to the child with whom she babbles 
and teaches to talk, she has thus de- 
veloped her own speech. 

"It has always been asserted that 
women are more voluble than men, 
and there is no question about it. 
Jesperson, the philologist, states that 
the superior readiness of speech of 
women is a concomitant of the fact 
that their vocabulary is smaller and 
more central than that of men . . 
that the highest linguistic genius and 
the lowest degree of linguistic im- 
becility are rarely found among 
women. The greatest orators, the 
most famous literary artists have 
been men. 

"This is not a slur on women, but 
•it simply shows that there is a great- 
er variability of the male sex; that 
whereas the latter shows the great 
orators, it also shows a much greater 
number of men than of women who 
cannot put two words together in- 
telligibly, who stutter and stammer 
and hesitate and are unable to find 
suitable expression for the slightest 
thoughts.

Statistics state 
that more people are killed each year 
on crowded thoroughfares by a slight 
hesitation rather than by their choos- 
ing the wrong decision. The man who 
acts as if he doesn't know in which 
direction to go or lessens his speed 
is much more apt to be killed 
than the man who walks calmly and 
assuredly across the street amid a 
traffic congestion. 

Men who are filling pos'ttons of 
national importance are men having 
a decisive character, a character that 
can decide without useless hesitation 
regarding many situations of life that 
they have to face.

From now until the end of the term 
it's going to be "out of order" for girl 
students of the Jefferson High school, 
of Los Angeles, to appear at school 
wearing earrings, cosmetics, silk or 
satin dresses, sheer georgette waists, 
fancy hosiery, high-heeled shoes or 
sheer organdie or voile dresses. 

That is the edict of the school's

Dr. Baker Urges More Intellectual 
Effort. 



The maintenance of the energy of 
the race is the real task of civilization, 
said Dr. Thomas S. Baker of the Car- 
negie Institute of Technology, Pitts- 
burgh, in an address at a sectional 
meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, re- 
cently held at Cambridge, Mass. 



"The energy of the race can only 
be conserved through new ideas, dis- 
coveries and the application of these 
discoveries. Mankind will degenerate 
unless there is a continuous flow of 
new ideas from the brains of great 
thinkers to fertilize and inspire the 
actions and the lives of the un hink- 
ing masses. 

"We often mistake restlessness for 
energy. We may be making great dis- 
play of energy on enterprises that 
have no permanent value. If we be- 
lieve that the conservation of man's 
energy depends on high thinking he 
should attach more importance to re- 
pose and contemplation than we do at 
present. 

"We have no assurance that our 
civilization will be permanent. But so 
long as we believe that our culture 
and our ideals of living ought to be 
conserved, our chief means of testing 
our success in maintaining them will 
be the amount of energy and especial- 
ly intellectual energy that is being 
produced."

The annual violin recital by Ken- 
neth Rose, director of the violin de- 
partment at Ward-Belmont, was last 
evening, as always, the cause of much 
rejoicing among his friends and ad- 
mirers of his art, and a large audi- 
ence was present In the school audi- 
torium to hear the unusually inter- 
esting program, which he is always 
sure to present. 

Mr. Rose's skill as a violinist is so 
well known that one can only repeat 
that his technical skill is finished to 
a superb degree, that his playing is 
full of poetic feeling, and that in rapid 
passages he invariably maintains an 
admirable clarity. 

The Nardini Concerto in A, edited 
a century and a half later by Nachez, 
began the program in brilliant style, 
the mere accidental breaking of a 
string in the Adagio movement, neces- 
sitating the temporary change of in- 
struments, having no effect upon the 
beauty of his playing.

WARD-BELMONT GIVES $2,500 TO 
CHINESE MISSIONARY AND 



BELIEF 



Ward Belmont's students, faculty 
and house staff combined in a gener- 
ous response on Friday to a call for 
the support of the School's Mission- 
ary in China, and help toward the 
European Student Relief Fund for 
the benefit especially of students in 
Russia. The sum of $2,500 was sub- 
scribed in ten minutes, and a great 
part of it was given in cash. 

For several years the School has 
provided for a Missionary, whose 
work has been in South American 
fields until last year, when the sup- 
port was transferred to a worker in 
China. The sum has always been 
willingly and (gladly given by thie 
students and faculty. 

The appeal for the students of 
Russia was eloquently made by Mr. 
G. R. Hurlhutt, who represents the 
Student Relief work, and in a general 
way the world wide missionary field. 
He worked for three and a half years 
in Russia, taking the same hard lot 
as the natives, and suffering many 
privations and hardships in the field 
of Y. M. C. A. work. He told of the 
stoic courage with which the young 
Russians are enduring cold, hunger 
almost to the point of starvation, and 
distress of mind, as well as bodily 



suffering in order t r gain the educa- 
tion which will enable them to give 
Russia the only help that will save 
and uplift the country. He did not 
tell of horrors, but only of conditions 
as they exist. His talk was so earn- 
est and so simple that it carried all 
hearts and sympathies with him to 
the brave students who are working 
out their own salvation through such 
bitter lines. The subscription was 
taken at once, and was gladly given. 
Dr. Blanton introduced Mr. Hurlbutt, 
and headed the subscription with a 
large gift from himself and Mrs. Blan 
ton.

The problem of human suf- 
fering goes to the foundation of life 
ttseir. We can't advance without suf- 
fering. In school here, we cannot ad- 
vance without suffering, in one 
sense, digging into the work, making 
toil of it. To got something out of it 
one must suffer. The same principle 
holds true wilh life. You can't go 
flitting about always. Suffering is the 
tiling that is responsible for our tele- 
graph, our aeroplanes, all our inven- 
tions. You have to suffer to advance. 

The greatest suffering in the world 
was that of Jesus Christ who suffered 
on the cross in order to save the 
world. In short the theme of the 
Hook of Job is human suffering and 
Cod's method of dealing with it," said

MADAME 3EZIAT 



Of the many interesting members 
of the Ward-Belmont faculty, one of 
the most engaging is Madame Beziat, 
head of the Modern Language Depart- 
ment. She has had splendid educa- 
tional advantages. She received her 
A.B. degree from Vassar and her A.M. 
degree from Cornell in addition to 
spending one year as a graduate stu- 
dent both at Johns Hopkins University 
and at La Sorbonne (The University 
of Paris). 

Madame Beziat has traveled over 
practically all of Europe and has 
crossed the ocean from America to 
Europe about, sixteen times. One 
very unusual overland trip that she 
enjoyed was a bicycle tour through 
France and Spain before the war. 

During the first year and a half 
of the war, she lived in Toulouse 
where a large infantry and artillery 
camp was located. There were many 
hospital in the city and for several 
months, Madame Beziat visited one of 
t hem every day. During this time she 
became acquainted with many French 
an;l Belgium refugees. 

The last two years of the war she 
was a French teacher In a school at 
Washington, D. C, and at the same 
time she taught French classes which 
were organized by the Presbyterian 
church in Washington, for women war 
workers who were to serve in France. 
Madame Beziat also assisted in edit- 



ing a French book about the war, 
"Sous Les Armes." 

She has always been loyal to her 
Alma Mater and in the Vassar drive 
for a three million dollar endowment 
she was treasurer for the district in- 
cluding Tennessee, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana. 

When Madame Beziat came to 
Ward-Belmont she became interested 
in developing the French section of 
the school's library and today we have 
a very large and excellent French li- 
brary, including over 200 books and 
the school subscribes also -for the 
weekly, "Illustration."

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FRENCH CLASSES HEAR 
FAMOUS LECTURER 
ON "THE FRENCH GIRL" 



Delivered in French, a very illumi- 
nating lecture was given before the 
members of the faculty and classes 
in the French section on Tuesday 
evening by M. Firmin Roz, the dis 
tinguished man of letters, who came 
to Nashville to speak before the loc- 
al Alliance Francaise, and at Ward- 
Belmont. 

After being entertained at dinner 
by Dr. and Mrs. J. D. Blanton, Mon- 
sieur Roz was introduced in the 
Chapel by Dr. Andre Beziat, of the 
Vanderbilt University faculty, who is 
the husband of Madame Beziat, 
chairman of Ward-Belmont's French 
section. 

The subject treated was "The 
French Girl, Her Education and So- 
cial Life," and the speaker, after ex- 
plaining the changed status that the 
French girl has had since the Great 
War, said that she had previously had 
no piace in literature, because the 
young girl had formerly no import- 
ance or meaning in France's social 
life. French novels made their female 
characters married women, because it 
was not until after marriage that the 
French woman's life begins. She was 
educated in a convent, and lived 
within secluded family bounds until 
marriage gave her a place in the 
world. The war, which left many 
veal thy families impovished, and 
laid the burden of earning a living on 
the shoulders of the girls, because war 
had taken such heavy toll of French 
men, also forced her out into the 
world, and she is now entering the 
professions as well as business life. 
So far, however, she has shown' no 
desire for the vote. Many girls of 
fifteen, he said, were supporting 
whole families, and were doing their 
work quietly, and happily. He com- 
mended the spirit of willingness and 
modesty which they exhibited, and his 
whole interpretation of the subject 
was charming as well as very educa- 
tive.

Dr. C. E. Crosland, Associate Presi- 
dent; and Miss Mills Dean of 
Women, have) returned the past week 
from Cleveland, Ohio where they at- 
tended two notable Educational 
meetings, first the Annual meeting of 
the Principals of Girls Schools, fol- 
lowed by the American Association of 
Junior Colleges. 

En route home Dr. /Crosland visited 
Ohio State University where he found 
the records of six former Ward-Bel- 
mont girls who have attended Ohio 
State this term, all to be excellent.

ADDED TO THE 

LOUVRE'S TREASURES 



The Louvre's Museum has recent- 
ly augmented its treasures by two im- 
portant pictures. One is a portrait 
of Alibrecht Durer of himself, paint 
ed in 1"403. The artist, in a three- 
quarter po!^,Ju»ids a branch of thistle 
in his hand. It had been in the col- 
lection of Leopold Goldschmidt in 
Paris, then became the property of 
his grandson, M. Villeroy, a (ierman, 
in spite of bis French name. At the 

outbreak of the war. In 1914, the Durer 

picture was placed under custody, an I 
now the Louvre has bought it for 
300,000 francs. 

The other picture is a pastel by 
Berthfl Morisot, Manet's sister-in- 
law and pupil, who ranks with Sisley, 
Monet and Pissarro as one of the 
foremost representatives of the im- 
pressionist school. It is a portrait 
cf Mme. Pontillon, Berthe Morisot's 
sister, and was given to the Louvre 
by Mme. Pontillon's children. 

Many important changes have taken 
place "f late in the distribution ami 
disposition of the Louvre collections. 
The return of many works of art, ex 
iled from Paris during the war be- 
cause of the city's dangerous prox- 
imity to the front, and to the "Berth 
as," has not been effeetec" without 
several transpositions and some 
healthy reorganizing. 

The last reform — affecting the other 
French national museums as well — 
consists in requiring an entrance tee 
on certain days. While museums in 
Italy and other countries generally re- 
quire an entrance fee, the French na- 
tional museums, lullowing an old 
democratic tradition, were free every 
day and for every one, With the pres 
ent need for new taxes, it has been 
observed that the thousands' of tour- 
ists, French and foreign, hurrying 
through the Louvre rooms and galler- 
ies free of charge, might easily con- 
tribute each one a small amount to 
the upkeep of the national collections. 

Artists and students will retain the 
privilege of free use of the museums, 
and Sundays will remain free, for the 
partial maintenance of the tradition. 
In the meantime, the State has found 
a new and legitimate source of in- 
come.

The faculty of the college of liberal 
arts of the University of Kansas, at 
a recent meeting, accepted the report 
of its committee on the aims of col 
lege training. The statement, which 
met with the' general approval of the 
faculty members, is as follows: 

1. To awaken the student to the 
problems of the personal and civic life 
of his own day. 

To develop in him, with relation 
to these problems something both of 
the historical sense and the scientific 
spirit : an understanding of the origins 
.;i present conditions and the spirit 
of fearless, disinterested, critical 
thought in analyzing these conditions. 

3. Since the college course is to be 
regarded not as end but as almost 
the beginning of the lifelong process 
of orientation in the world of men and 
ideas, to equip the student with such 
tools, in the mastery of his native 
tongue and in serviceable acquain- 
tance with other tongues, and to cul- 
tivate in him such tastes for litera- 
ture and other arts as shall make his 
citizenship in the world both effective 
".nil profitable. 

4. To give' training in some specific 
Held, that the student may become im- 
mediately useful to society.

(tea, and lias an interesting campanile 
separate from the main building. The 
interior of the church is richly beauti- 
ful with rows of marble columns di- 
viding the nave from the side aisles. 
An example of the much talked of 
clerestory was also seen, and t lie 
elaborate decorative bas-reliefs of the 
side walls were noted. 

The Parthenon, in Centennial Park, 
was visited next. This wonderfully 
and beautifully proportioned slruc- 
tare is with regard to dimensions, an 
exact reproduction of the original, in 
Athens. The simplicity of the style, 
and the delicate entasis of the columns 
have been copied with Infinite care. 
The building is still under construc- 
tion and the girls were able to see 
the carefully built molds for (he fig- 
ures of the metopes. Some of these 
are finished and are in place, each of 
them being reproductions of the old 
bas-reliefs in the outer frieze of tin 1 
Creek Parthenon. 

The chapel at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity was visited for (he purpose of 
viewing the windows, which are beau 
tlfully designed and executed with 
the use of colored glass. * 

Tennessee's beautiful State Capitol 
was included in the tour. And after 
the girls had noted the style of archi- 
tecture, they were taken inside to 
see the Senate Chamber and the 
House.

The 
reason was that Che hydrofluoric acid 
had no effect on the wax but, as was 
ito'ed. a. decided effect ou the glass.

"The first college paper." says the 
Harvard Crimson back in 1911, "was 
not established by the oldest univer- 
sity, but toy one of her younger sis- 
ters, Dartmouth. Realizing what an 
excellent thing it would be to issue 
at stated intervals a paper of the col- 
lege, written by its own students, a 
band of young men got together in 
1800 and organized a journal called 
Tho Gazette. This paper was a "howl- 
ing success.' It was contributed to 
and made famous by Dartmouth's 
most distinguished son, Daniel Web- 
ster. It was not until 1810 that Har- 
vard made heT first venture into jour- 
nalism, and then Edward Everett, with 
seven associates, issued Harvard Lyce- 
um. — Exchange.

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ACADEMIC NEWS 



The English A Classes, in accord- 
ance with Miss Shouse's suggestion, 
have just finished a fifteen or twenty 
page paper. Each girl chose for her 
theme, s. subject which held an espec- 
ial interest for her such as: tapestry, 
Greek Architecture, Oriental rugs, 
Russian music, American portrait 
painting, American landscape paint- 
ing, French cathedrals, Egyptian 
tombs, and many other top- 
ics of equal interest and importance. 
The aim of the instructor was to stim- 
ulate the students to investigate Borne 
subject of special culture value to her. 
The knowledge of each student was 
broadened by talks made by the mem- 
bers of the classes on different phases 
of their subjects.

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ACADEMIC NEWS 



Miss Olive Ross' English B class is 
studying the development of the Eng 
lish novel. The class has learned 
many interesting facts concerning tho 
origin and the development of the 
novel; one of which might be inter- 
esting to mention; for did you know 
that the novel actually originated 
from love letters? The origin of the 
novel from this source was brought 
about in this way: very few of the 
young women of the eighteenth cen- 
tury were able to write and in order 
that they might communicate with 
their loved ones in far away countries 
they would have a clerk, or any man 
who was fortunate enough to be able 
to write a letter, write love notes to 
their sweethearts. Among these clerks 
was a Mr. Richardson, whose interest 
was stimulated by the young women 
who would come to him, weeping, and 
ask him to write a love letter to their 
sweethearts, and he, after much ex- 
perience, made a collection of love 
letters and published them. From such 
a collection, our modern novel grew. 
Many writers have had a great deal 
of influence on our novel before the 
modern novel became what it is to- 
day; and many of these men lived and 
wrote before Mr. Richardson's time 
while many others have lived and 
written since his death. 



Madame Beziat's French A class is, 
now, studying "Mon Oncle et Mon 
Cure" written by Colin. The class has 
just finished reading "Eel Beau Pays 
De France," a book which presented 
the complete history of France in a 
single style that was very well adopt- 
ed to beginners in French. The con- 
tents of the book included descrip- 
tions of the Provinces of France and 
also a fine discussion of Paris as well 
as several historical stories and many 
legends of French history and even 
a discussion of several of the French 
generals in the World War; other 
features that the class enjoyed very 
much were two short plays and sev- 
eral French poems and songs. 



Mrs. Plunkett's first year Art class 
is studying costume designing more in 
detail than it has previously done; 
the girls are drawing figures in various 
poses taking both the "side turn" and 
"front" views. For the first lessons, 
the girls dressed their dummy figures 
in simple wash dresses made of ging- 
hams or some similar material; a lit- 
tle later during the course, they 
dressed their figures in costumes that 
were made of some transparent ma- 
terial such as organdie or voile; for 
the next few lessons, the girls de 
signed street costumes which included 
either suits or tailored dresses: and 
at present, they are working on party 
dresses. The girls not only draw the 
figures and plan the style of the va- 
rious costumes but they, also, paint 
the dresses in colors that are best 
suited to the type for which they de- 
sign the dress. 



Dr. Whitson's Bible A class is fin- 
ishing its study of the books of the 
Old Testament; during the course the 
girls have done quite a good deal of 



work on reference books outside of 
class. Dr. Whitson has made this 
class very profitable by the lectures 
which he gives the class on interesting 
subjects connected with each days 
lesson. 

The girls in Mile. Vimont's Spanish 
A class can tell any one that they are 
enjoying their class work, very much 
indeed, and is that fact to be won- 
dered at when we remember that 
Mile. Vimont has studied Spanish with 
Senor Solalinae, author of the book 
that the class is using, at present, — 
"Sketches. From Spanish Life," and 
she can, therefore, present the work 
in the most interesting way. Not 
only are the girls studying this book, 
but they are also studying Spanish 
grammar and at present they are 
working on irregular Spanish verbs. 



Miss Scrugg's Psychology classes 
are writing a paper on "The Life of 
Helen Keller." The girls have read 
the Life of Helen Keller in various 
books and in addition, they have tried 
to find any interesting facts about 
Miss Keller's life. The paper, which 
the girls are writing, is to treat Miss 
Keller's life from a psychological 
standpoint. 



Miss Blythe's Sight-Playing class is 
fast becoming very proficient in read- 
ing music, which the girls have seen 
for the first time. Each girl is required 
to play the same piece with three 
other girls while Miss Blythe counts 
for all four. They have been playing 
hymns until quite recently, and they 
are, now, working on duets. 



The English B classes are reading 
"The Jessamy Bride" written by Wil- 
liam Black, in order that they may 
get a vivid picture of a few of the 
leading authors by the eighteenth 
century. The novel is most enjoyable, 
dealing with the life of Oliver Gold- 
smith, as well as many other literary 
men of his time. The girls are not 
required to read this book but every 
girl in the English B department is 
taking advantage of this opportunity 
to read and enjoy it.

Vimont taught at the In- 
stitution Duchenlne, the most fashion- 
able of the private schools in Paris. 
From this place she traveled in Po- 
land and studied German at Hanover. 

She came to the United States 
where she received her A. B. at Adel- 
phi College in Brooklyn, New York. 
Although Mile. Vimont still claims 
France as her home, and has made 
many return trips to her native coun- 
try, being active in the French Red 
Cross during the war, she has passed 
the greater part of the past ten years 
in the United States. She received 
her A. M. degree at Columbia Uni- 
versity and was through with all o; 
the necessary courses for her Ph.D.. 
and ready for her examinations in 
101-1 when the war interrupted her 
studies and she returned to France. 
Her thesis has been accepted and will 
he an edition of a poem of the 
thirteenth century of about X,000 
lines. 

Mile. Vimont has had accorded her 
a great many very high honors. We 
would call attention to the fact that 
yhe is an Officer d' Academic and also 
Elive Titulaire de P Ecole des Hautes 
Etudes at the Sorbonne. 

She is a member of the Society of 
the French Professors of America, and 
was for ten years on the Council 
of Administration of this society. She 
belongs to the Anciens Eleves de p 
Ecole des Hautes-Etudes, to the As- 
sociation of Modern Languages and 
to the Instituto de Las Espanas. 

Not only have Mile. Vimonfs ex- 
tensive studies fitted her for the work 
which she carries on, so well, in Ward- 
Belmont, but her experience as a 
teacher has benefitted her greatly. She 
has taught at Miss Armstrong's 
School, in Cincinnati, Ohio, at Adel 
Phi College, at Oxford College, Oxford, 
Ohio; at Vassar College, and is now 
conducting some of the most benefi- 
cial and interesting -classes in the 
Language Department at Ward-Bel- 
mont.

GYMNASIUM MEET 

Miss Elizabeth Shepherd Breaks School Jump Record 



The brilliant work ol Miss Eliza- 
beth Shepherd, who broke the school 
record for springboard jump was 
the great faclor in the victory of the 
Olympians Tuesday afternoon in the 
Physical Education Department's Sec- 
ond Annual Gym Meet, and Miss Shep- 
herd made a new jump record for the 
school, by two inches. She cleared 
the line at 6 feet, 4 inches. Be- 
sides achieving this feat she was the 
individual winner of the meet, with 
a total of about 25 points 

The various classes in gymnastics, 
folk dancing and apparatus work gave 
demonstrations of the year's work. 

The program follows: 

1. Entrance March and Folk 
Dances. 

2. Free Standing Work. Inter- 
mediate and first year high school 
students. 

3. Fencing. Normal physical educa- 
tion class. 

4. Marching Tactics. 

5. Mimetic Exercises. Rowing, 
paddling, swimming, diving, archery, 
shot put, ball game, bowling, signal- 
ing. Second year college students. 

6. Horse Work (for form). 

7. Indian Club Drill. First year 
college students. 

8. Springboard Jumps (for height.) 

9. Wand Drill. Second and third 
ypar high school and college students. 

Marching tactics, horse work and 
springboard jump were competitive in 
elective work, between the club 
teams. ' 

Mimetic exercises, wand drills, and 
Indian club drill was class competi- 
tion between the four athletic clubs, 
the Regulars, Panthers, Athenians, 
and Olympians. 

To see the six hundred students 
march onto the athletic field was a 
most impressive sight and one not 
easily forgotten. 

There was keen interest in the com- 
petitive events, each girl was sure 
her club would be the winners of the 
meet. 

Miss Louise Smith, an Athenian, 
won second place and Miss Helen 
Kohrs of the Olympians won third 
place. The clubs' places in the meet 
are, first. Olympians; second, Athen- 
ians, third, Regulars, and fourth, Pan- 
thers.

"All work and no play makes Jack 
a dull boy." 

This old adage is not merely a con- 
venient justification for lazy people. 
In fact, it does, not apply to the lazy 
at all. for it implies a highly develop- 
ed sense of proportion, a sensible 
valuation of the relative merits of 
work and play. 

How many students, spurned by an 
ambition to succeed in many things, 
lose a sense of proportion, and at the 
same time fail in their chosen tasks. 
We grant that they may have the 
honor and recognition that goes to 
those who attempt great undertak- 
ings, but we seriously question the 
value of work done at the expense of 
other and perhaps more important 
things. In the first place, whatever is 
worth doing is worth doing well. In 
the second place, only through play in 
Its broad sense, may one attain real 
success in work. Play in its broad 
sense includes not only recreation, but 
also all freedom from routine, whether 
it be the reading of good books and 
magazines, or merely a leisurely, 
friendly talk with one's self. This 
latter is especially essential to a 
students well-being and it is an im- 
possibility in the rush and hurry of 
many duties. 

A sense of proportion is one of the 
most valuable assets one may possess. 
Besides being a leveling influence, it 
is a safe-guard of health and the key- 
note of true mental development.

Miss Alberta Ross' Sociology class 
is studying the problems that confront 
the German, British and American 
cities of the present time. The class, 
first, studied how cities were planned 
and the necessity of careful observa- 
tion in planning a city in order that a 
beautiful as well as healthful place 
might be the result of the planning. 
The important city problems that the 
class has studied so far are, the sani- 
tary conditions of the cities; the hous- 
ing problem and public health in the 
modern cities. The girls are learning 
many important things that they had 
heretofore never known or thought of 
seriously: surely they will take a 
deeper interest in the problems which 
confront their home towns after hav- 
ing taken this interesting course. 



Miss McFadden's chemistry A 
classes are studying nitrogen, at pres- 
ent. In connection with the study of 
this element, the girls are taking up 
the preparation of properties of the 
clement itself in addition to the com 
pounds of nitrogen. Among the com- 
pounds of nitrogen which the classes 
are studying, they have found the 
hydrogen group which includes am- 
monia, hydrozine, hydronetic acid and 
hydraxal amine, and the oxygen group 
of nitrogen Compounds, the most im- 
portant, mixture being air which is 
made up of four-fifths nitrogen and 
one-fifth oxygen of which the rare 
gases constitute a very small per cent. 
The laboratory work is planned so 
as to be parallel to the lecture work 
in order that the girls will get both 
the practical and theoretical side of 
chemistry. 



Miss Ross' History of Art class is 
studying the art of the Restoration 
period, which is the most important 
period of art. At present, the class is 
on the art of the High Renaissance, a 
part of the great Restoration period. 
Leonardo de Vinci, Michael Angelo, 
Raphael, and Titian are the four great 
painters of this part of the Restora- 
tion period. As each artist is studied, 
Miss Ross shows her class prints of 
the works of these men explaining 
carefully each picture and giving the 
girls many interesting facfs about the 
painters themselves and their works. 



Miss Scruggs English E class is 
studying the dramatists of the nine- 
teenth century. The class is reading 
Ibsen's plays at present, having al- 
ready finished The Doll House. The 
girls are preparing to read The Wild 
Duck and The Lady From the Sea as 
soon as possible. After the class has 
finished its study of Ibsen, the writers 
of the latter part of the century will 
be studied. 



For the first three quarters of this 
year, Miss Shouse's English A classes 
have been studying exposition, tak- 
ing both grammar and composition; 
but they are now ready to begin work 
on narration which will constitute the 
work for the last quarter of the 
course. 

At the next lesson each girl is re- 
quired to write a four page paper de 
scribing either a person, place, or in- 
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cident and a week later, the girl will 
hand a three pajge paper describing 
an incident. These twcy papers may 
or may not be used by their authors 
In the short story that each girl is to 
write before the end of this quarter. 



Dr. Johnston's Spanish B class is 
reading Senor Ingram's Victoria, 
which book is a collection of Spanish 
short stories. The class is enjoying 
Victoria for the stories have very in- 
teresting plots and are well suited to 
the needs of second year Spanish stu- 
dents. The class also studies Broom- 
hall's Spanish Composition. 



WHEN OUR MISS 
SHOUSE ENTERTAINED 
ALFRED NOYES 



The poet, in place of the instructor, 
claims the "Faculty Facts'' space this 
time. The change was as much a sur- 
prise to me as to you, dear reader, lor 
when I asked Miss Shouse for some 
interesting facts of her life she told 
of a time when she entertained Alfred 
Noyes. Miss Shouse was, at the time 
of this interesting episode, head of 
the English department in one of the 
Texas colleges. At her suggestion, the 
literary clubs unanimously voted to 
entertain Alfred Noyes for a short 
time at the college, this being the first 
occasion of a great poet's visit to the 
school. Upon the acceptance of the 
invitation by Mr. Noyes, Miss Shouse 
prepared to entertain the guest at her 
home, as it was the custom for Mr. 
Noyes to be entertained by some 
prominent person in the town. As 
Miss Shouse said of her home, "I did 
not expect to serve a lire sentence in 
Texas, and I purchased only a small 
five room house which 1 furnished In 
the informal manner of a summer 
house, using as my motto, a purely 
transcendental one — 'Plain Living 
and High Thinking.' " 

The officers of the clubs, whether 
through sentiment or courtesy to the 
coming guest, offered all of their 
choice, movable house furnishings tor 
his entertainment, and with each load 
they would say, "When we hand these 
heirlooms down to our grandchildren 
we can tell them that Alfred Noyes 
used them." The house was gaily 
decorated to welcome the guest. The 
simplicity of the house was mentioned 
in order to show the beautiful adapt- 
ability of both Mr. and Mrs. Noyes to 
their surroundings; for although they 
had been entertained in the homes ol 
Kngllsh royalty many times — inas- 
much as Mr. Noyes barely escaped 
being the poet laureate of England— 
never a time during their twenty-four 
hour stay did any hostess feel that 
a single detail was lacking Tor their 
comfort. In fact, at breakfast, Mr. 
Noyes insisted that "he had never 
tasted such eggs," and by way of prov- 
ing his statement, he ate four: what 
these eggs lacked in value of not be- 
ing the proverbial golden eggs of his- 
tory, they made up in freshness; for 
the old hen next door presented them 
as her bit for the poet's entertain- 
ment. Mr. Noyes, particularly, made 
his hostesses feel the enjoyment of 
freedom in the house for they had 



literally presented him with the keys. 

One o£ the great delights in being 
with a man like Mr. Noyes is to get 
opinions of the great men whom be 
knows intimately. Mr. Noyes discus- 
sed several of the leading literary men 
of America, saying of Thomas Hardy, 
that his early pessimism was clue to 
his unfortunate marriage to an Arch- 
deacon's daughter who felt herself 
greatly his superior: and his later 
optimism was -due to the happy mar- 
riage to his secretary: furthermore, 
he said, "Mr. Hardy had a delicate 
sense of humor as one met him social- 
ly," which is in contrast to the 
gloomy, depressing philosophy of his 
books." Mr. Noyes also mentioned the 
fact that Bernardo Shaw was a genial, 
sympathetic person in daily life, which 
is in contrast to the biting, sarcastic 
humor of his plays. 

Among the living American poets, 
Witter Bynner is Mr, Noyes' favorite. 
Of all the American poets past or 
present, Mr. Emerson was his favor- 
ite and he spent a whole hour reading 
Emerson aloud, surrounded by a group 
of poetry lovers. 

Mr. Noyes had a most decided opin- 
ion of free verse, stating that "no 
great writer will ever come out of 
free verse." The writers of free verse, 
like the writers of the heroic couplet 
of Pope's time, put forth no great 
effort In writing, for great effort comes 
In composing metrical lines and in 
finding rhymes, and the rhyme in free 
verse is too easily found. Free verse, 
instead of enriching our literature is 
pulling it down and cheapening it. he 
said. 

Mr. Noyes did not spend all of his 
time reading or discussing literary 
men; he had a joke for every person 
he met and he met a great many at 
two receptions given in his honor. The 
first snowfall came while he was In 
Texas and he actually delighted the 
girls by playing snowball. In view of 
his perfect adaptability, he will be, 
always remembered with great pleas- 
ure by all who were fortunate enough 
to meet him.

pleasures, the camp will have also 
the services of Mrs. Claiborne N. Bry- 
an, Miss Annie Cavert and Miss 
Louise Gordon, of Nashville', as coun- 
cilors, anfl Miss Sarah Jeter, of Ala- 
bama, president of the 1923 Senior 
Class at Ward-Belmont, and Miss Mar- 
garet Early of Nashville as Junior 
councilors. 

While the invigorating, clean air of 
Maine, the bracing wealth of the near- 
by mountains, and the fine schedule of 
sports and diversions planned out for 
Camp Cohechee, insures a round of 
constant healthful pleasure, this camp 
offers some special advantages not 



possible in many other locations, .and 
which belong especially to that par- 
ticular section. It abounds in spots of 
picturesque and historic interest, some 
marvelous mountain Views, and has 
a charming short cut to the sea, all 
offering a series of special trips that 
all the campers delight to set out 
upon. Each of these trips is chap- 
eroned. The campers go in large or 
small parties, though the limited 
membership of this camp does not al- 
low of any crowding or cramped quar- 
ters. 

The first of these trips is a White 
Mountain auto trip. The drive is 
made in two days, and covers 200 
miles. It is a loop trip, taking in 
pauses beside beautiful Lake Winne 
pesaukee, several charming similiter 
resorts, and other picturesque spots. 
The schedule begins with an early 
morning breakfast at the camp, be- 
fore the start. The party drives unti 
noon, when a hot lunch is served in 
the open air, and at night the party 
sleeps around a huge camp fire. The 
return trip is taken late the next after- 
noon. This trip is made four times a 
session, in order to take in every girl 
at the camp. 

Another trip is made on canoes. 
The party starts with supplies for 
four days, takes down the Saco river, 
liassos through several lakes, includ- 
ing Lovewellis, and the large Moose 
Lake, where a visit is made to the 
well known Camp Wyonegonic, which 
is the pioneer girls' camp in this 
country. A night is spent there, and 
the party breakfasts at the noted 
Denmark I a u. 

The hike to the top of Ml Wash- 
ington is one of the most alluring of 
tlie trips offered. This is a three- 
day mountain hike. Autos take the 
party to the loot of the mountain, 
which is forty-five miles from camp, 
and the climb to the summit is made 
through Tuckerman's Ravine, where 
the party spends the night in the 
steam-heated hotel, the Summit 
House, a favorite resort for the mem- 
bers of the Appalachian Mountain 
Club, an exclusive Eastern climbing 
club. A day is spent on the top- of 
the mountain visiting the Lake of the 
Clouds, making a climb to the Lion's 
Head peak, and enjoying the tang and 
inspiration of the air, and the pleas- 
ant association of other campers. The 
descent is made the third day, when 
the party crosses four mountain 
peaks, a distance of twenty miles. 
Then back to lower levels, at Ran- 
dolph, New Hampshire, where ears 
are waiting to carry the climbers back 
to camp. 

In delightful contrast is the trip to 
the seashore, which takes up three 
days. The party goes to Casco Bay, 
near Portland, where they will enjoy 
a boat trip among the islands of the 
bay, and spend happy hours in the 
surf, and on the beach. 

Among the notable events of the 
regular life of the camp is the weekly 
Camp Fire ceremony, where all as- 
semble around an open fire, and a 
reading, a pantomime or some fea- 
ture stunt is carried out to portray 
the life and spirit of the camp. At 
this meeting, Miss Morrison singles 
out each week some member who has 
in some special way, given most evi- 



dence that week of some nobility of 
character. It may be a spiritual or 
material proof. The Camp Log for 
the week is also read, and marching 
around in a closed circle, the camp 
song is sung. 

The quarters of the camp include 
a roomy old farm house, full of at- 
traction, and comfort, and an artist's 
ltxlge, which is the centre of the camp's 
social life, and a new assembly or play 
room. A special car will carry the 
Nashville campers to Maine, chape- 
roned by Mrs. Bryan, leaving on June 
28. Another special will be attached 
at Louisville or Cincinnati. The camp 
is limited to fifty girls.

FACULTY FACTS 



It seems as though our faculty has 
lived in one continuous round of in- 
teresting experience, but Miss Hol- 
linger has had one experience that 
will be hard for anyone to surpass for 
a practical, interesting and enjoyable 
time all in one. Miss Hollinger has 
received a Bachelor of Arts and a 
Masters of Art degrees as well as a 
Teacher's Diploma from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, in which school she 
majored in Science, paying especial 
attention to the study of plant and 
animal life. In connection with the 
Biology course, offered at the Michi- 



gan University, there is an eight 
weeks summer trip to the Great Lakes 
where the students study plant and 
animal life from actual observation. 
It was on these summer trips that 
Miss Hollinger had such an interest- 
ing time, for she spent eight weeks 
of two summers at this camp. The 
camp was ideally situated. It covered 
about a thousand acres in the Lake 
region; she, as well as all of 
the fortunate campers, enjoyed per- 
fect health, in spite of the fact that 
they often worked many times in the 
rain and ryud. Also, the biological 
work which was intensely important 
to the campers, could be carried on 
here in the most careful way. The 
soil was divided into three very dif- 
ferent types, namely: sandy, water, 
marsh, and on each kind of soil there 
are different kinds of plants and in- 
sects. In regard to insects, I might 
tell you what Miss Hollinger said of 
the mosquito, which was very fond of 
the campers and they were also in- 
terested in him. Miss Hollinger said 
that she had never known that a 
group of mosquitoes sang in perfect 
symphony before she had 'listened to 
their songs; she then realized that 
I hey sang just as human beings sing. 
Furthermore, she said: "You can't 
imagine 1 the wonderful feeling one 
gets when he is safely protected from 
the mosquito by a net cam py over his 
head and when he knows how anxious 
are the mosquitoes who are swarm- 
ing about his head, to get under the 

canopy, too. 

But the mosquito was not the only 
insect that inhabited the island, for a 
very small black fly .proved to the 
tampers that he was very much pres- 
ent. However, the campers avoided 
both the fly and mosquito by using 
ciironella, which Miss Hollinger said 
thai she learned to love. Then, tp«, 
Miss Hollinger said that after the 
tampers had gone lo bed, the whip 
poor-wills came out to sing, if their 
call might be so named. Miss Hol- 
linger said they came so near them 
that they could distinctly hear the 
"( buck'' at the end of the well known 
cry — "Whip-poor-will." During the 
time spent at the camp, the students 
studied many plants, as well as many 
of the animals, and after hearing Miss 
Homager's experience, it is easy to 
realize what a very interesting time 
she had.

Last Wednesday the Agora Club 
spent a profitable and interesting eve- 
ning listening to an informal talk 
given by Miss Olive Ross, who told 
us about the most famous old and 
modern pictures, and also about our 
own American architecture. We were 
all pleased to be able to hear such an 
interesting talkerfand when the hell 
rang for study hour we regretfully 
went to our "dorms." 



ACADEMIC NEWS 



The majority of the classes that 
recited on last Thursday and Satur- 
day mornings in the Academic build- 
ing were, no doubt, quite alarmed by 
the peculiar garlic-like odor which 
arose from the basement of the build- 



ing. The unpleasant odor was due to 
the phosphine that Miss McFadden, 
the chemistry instructor, was making 
for her Chemistry A classes. Miss 
McFadden ma.de phosphine by plac- 
ing a few small pieces of phosporus 
in a strong solution of sodium hy- 
droxide in a small retort furnished 
with a delivery tube which dipped 
under water. The flask was filled with 
coal gas in order to drive out all oxy- 
gen (for when phospine comes in con- 
tact with oxygen, it bursts into 
flame) and was, then, gently heated. 
As the bubbles of gas, phospine, rose 
to the surface of the water and came 
in contact with the air, they burst 
into flames, making beautiful white 
rings; in fact, the class was so fasci- 
nated by these rings that they did not 
mind the odor of the gas.

During the class period, Miss 
Ross delighted her class by reading 
"Tain o' ShanteT" in Scottish dialect 
and also by showing several views of 
a few incidents in "Tain o' Shanter." 
The class is now ready to begin work 
on William Wadsworth. 



Miss Lea veil's History A. class is 
studying the Political and Social 
Democracy in (ireat Britain. Miss 
Leavell has her history course so well 
planned that the students obtain the 
greatest amount of knowledge pos- 
sible in the three recitations they 
have a week. On the first recitation 
of the week, the girls take a test over 
a chapter in the text book which they 
have outlined before coming to class; 
during the other two class recitations, 
the class recites on the day's lesson. 
Each member of the class is required 
to read fifty pages of history a week, 
outside of the classroom work. 



Miss Townsend is giving her Ex- 
pression A classes a test on Voice and 
Body Programs; this test is the first 
important examination that Miss 
Townsend has given her classes dur- 
ing the course. The girls have spent 
some time working out short plays, 
which the student body had the pleas- 
ure of hearing; the class will give 
more time to "reading," however, 
from now on. The classes are also 
starting work on pagentry; all the 
interesting phases of Miss Townsend's 
work makes us very envious of her 
pupils. 



The Spanish A classes, with Dr. 
Johnston, Mile. Vemant and Mile. 
Shoeni as teachers, are studying 
Flores de Espana, which .book in- 
cludes a number of short stories or 
legends that are very well adapted to 
begyiners in Spanish. 



Miss Sutton's second year Type- 
writing class is preparing to take the 
"speed test" for which the Reming- 
ton and Underwood eompanys offer 
certificates. The companies send out 



their own speed material and the girls 
are to take the tests in ten minutes. 
Card cases are offered to the girls for 
about a fifty word test; pins are given 
for about a sixty word test and a 
typewriter is given for about a ninety- 
wordiest Each girl, who is taking 
this course, is most interested in her 
work.

College Women Have Longer Lives 

Red Cross experts are authority for 
the statement that college women live 
longer than women whose school life 
was short. 

Myra M. Hulst offers statistics 
which declares that the death rate of 
graduates of three women's colleges, 
between the ages of twenty and sixty- 
four years was only 3.24 per 1,000 
Statistics were compiled from a list 
of more thr.n 15,000 graduates. For 
college women between the ages of 
twenty-five and thirty-lour years the 
death rate was 2.77 compared with 
a percentage of 6.1ft for non-college 
women. 

It was found that few college wom- 
en engage in "non-hazardous" occu 
pations but the articles declared that 
58 per cent of the graduates included 
in the survey were engaged in teach- 
ing.

DR. CROSLAND ON 

THE MAMMOTH CAVE 



After our return from the happy 
trip to Mammoth Cave and while our 
interest was still lingering over its 
wonders, Dr. Crosland made a time- 
ly talk on the subject in Chapel, 
which was so interesting that we re- 
produce parts of it- 
He said: "One work of nature in 
America, at least, has remained un- 
touched by commercialism — Mam- 
moth Cave. There are those who have 
expressed the hope that the cave 
would soon be electrified, but I for 
one, hope that such will never be the 
case. 

"The Cave's present protection from 
man is due partly to its isolated lo- 
cation, partly to its immensity, and 
partly to its peculiar ownership and 
history. 

"Mammoth Cave is located in Ed- 
mondson County, Ky. It is a part of 
the Limestone Formation that forms 
the central part of the State, the lime 
of which makes the Illuegrass sec- 
tion so fertile. 

"Edmonson County is filled with 
caves — over five hundred caves have 
been explored and named, while there 
are over 4,000 sink-holes or embry- 
onic caves have been counted. 

"Tradition and the guides say that 
the cave was discovered ahout 1S02 
when a hunter named Hutchins 
chased a wounded bear into the cav- 



ern. But the mouth of the cave is men- 
tioned ih land records first In 17!)7. 
Gradually and with great difficulty it 
was explored, although it has by no 
means been mastered as yet. Some of 
the most important and beautiful 
parts were first entered as late as 
1907, and there are other parts now 
awaiting visitation. Corkscrew very 
recently discovered. There are 150 
miles of accessible passages known; 
of this 100 miles have been charted. 
Our trip Monday covered between I 
ahd 5 miles, so that you can see how 
little of the monster was visited. The 
cave area is ten miles across. It lies 
in five levels, the lowest being 3. r i0 
feet below the earth's surface. 

♦Remarkable to state, there is no 
foul air in the cave — the air is unusu- 
ally pure and clear. This in spite of 
the fact that in the early days the only 
light available was the pine or pitch 
torch, which smoked dreadfully and 
in many cases blackened the walls and 
ceiling of the cave. The cave tem- 
perature remains at 54 degrees at all 
seasons. The gale of wind at the 
mouth blows outward in Summer, and 
inward in Winter. Just now it is 
lulled. 

"The purity of the air and the uni- 
formity of the temperature are such 
that in 1843 some physicians conceiv- 
ed the idea that the cave would be the 
place to cure consumption, or pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis. Accordingly a col- 
ony of consumptives built a dozen cot- 
tages in an innermost chamber of the 
cave and took up their abode there. 
Of course, they all died, and only two 
of their cabins remain. 

"The earth in the cave is heavily im- 
pregnated with nitrates, and In the 
War of 1812, it was our country's 
chief supply of saltpeter for making 
gunpowder. Soldiers, slaves, and 
oxen were used in its manufacture, 
and the vats and the hollow wooden 
pipes are still in perfect condition. 

"The lower levels of the cave are 
filled with water, making several 
rivers, one o,f which (Echo River) our 
party visited. There is no true E;'ho, 
the cavern simply has the ability to 
hold sounds of certain pitch for sev- 
eral minutes. 

"The cave contains no plant life, 
save fungi. Of fauna there are a num- 
ber of interesting species. — The - fish 
are eyeless, as are also the crawfish. 
T*here are aijso < rickets, hats ,and 
rats, hut these live partly outside. All 
the cave' animals are colorless. 

"The history of the cave's ownership 
is interesting. In 1811 it was bought 
for $40 together with 200 acres of 
land. In lSlfi it, was opened as a 
"show place." About 1840 it was 
bought by its last owner for $10,000 
and an estate of 2,000 ftisrea was ad led. 

"In 1S4!) this owner died, childless 
By the terms or his peculiar will, the 
Cave property was left to his nine 
nieces and nephews, with the proviso 
that it could not be sold while any of 
them was alive, but. that at the death 
of the last survivor, the trustees 
should sell the property at public 
auction. The last of these nieces is 
still living, a woman of ninety odd 
years In Calfornia. At her death the 
property will be sold at auction. It 
has been suggested that the govern- 
ment buy it and make the property a 
perpetual National Park."

ACADEMIC NEWS 



Mrs. Plunkett's second year Inter- 
ior Decoration class has just finished 
its second problem which was the de- 
signing of a living room. Since fur- 
niture must conform to certain speci- 
fied conditions, the girls could not 
plan original patterns for any piece 
of furniture; otherwise, the working 
out of a living room plan was left to 
the student's own choice. The' ar- 
rangement and style of the furniture 
and the color scheme of the room 
were planned in accordance with thb 
student's own ideas. Many artistic, 
beautiful and well drawn plans were 
the result of the students work and 
the drawings can now be seen in the 
art studio. 



The Chemistry A classes have been 
doing some very interesting work in 
the laboratory. Not only is the labora- 
tory course most attractive to the 
Chemistry students, but its practical 
worth is most valuable to the girls. 
One of the latest experiments which 
the girls have carried on might be 



called an investigation of baking pow- 
ders. The instructor, Miss McFad- 
tlen, gave the girls three brands of 
baking powders, and told the class to 
find the constituents. They tested for 
eight substances that likely would be 
used in baking powders, namely 
starch, carbonate, sulphate, phos- 
phate, alum, calcium, tartate and 
ammonium. They found each baking 
powder to consist of a very different 
combination of substances. Through 
out the laboratory course, the girls 
have studied the things that will be 
of practical use to them, and they 
have thoroughly enjoyed every ex- 
periment that they have performed. 



The English A classes under Miss 
Shouse are writing short papers of 
descriptives of narrative character. 
For the last two lessons, the girls have 
written of interesting experiences. 
These short papers are paving the 
way lor a short story that each mem- 
ber of the classes will write before 
the end of the quarter. In addition 
to the written work.-ffte class is study- 
ing Diction in Century Handbook 
and also The Seater Grammer. 



The Life Saving Class, with Miss 
Cane as the instructor, has been pro- 
gressing very rapidly. The girls are 
preparing for the examination, that 
will be given at the end of the quarter, 
on life saving work, and the girls who 
satisfactorily pass the test are award- 
ed insignia. Each member of the 
class is striving to pass the tests and 
is, therefore, working conscientiously 
in the preparation for the examina- 
tion. The girls say that they hav.

A floating college with the ocean 
for its campus what could be more 
thrilling than this? Impossible and 
unique as it seems, such a school is 
now beingr planned. A group of south- 
ern millionaires, backed in particular 
by Colonel E. T. Wilson, of Atlanta, 
Ga., whose slogan is "More visuali- 
zation, less theory," have purchased 
the steamer Logan, a $200,000 vessel 
with the capacity of 2,500 persons, to 
carry around the world 400 students 
who will study as they go. The ship 
is to be equipped with classrooms, 
libraries, gymnasiums, swimming pool, 
laboratories and lounge rooms. Sports 
wil lbe in charge of a trained athletic 
director. There will be a school band 
and orchestra. Religious activities 
will be directed by a member of the 
faculty, and in every way the life of 
the school will be conducted with a 
view to refined, healthful and intellec- 
tual living. 

There will be six days a week for 
work and there will be intervals for 
recreation, which will be called "shore 
leave," when carefully supervised 
tours to the interesting parts of the 
world will be made. The faculty will 
be large and well-equipped, and there 
will be surgeons, nurses and dentists 
aboard to safeguard the health of the 
students. A picked man from the 
Navy Department has been chosen for 
skipper and a crew of experienced 
sailors has been secured. Newspaper 
correspondents from the leading news- 
papers are to accompany the tour, and 
leading educators from both America 
and abroad will be invited by Mr. 
Candler, the president of the college, 
to accompany the school as guests. 

The S. S. Logan will sail from New 
York, on September 15, 1923, and af 
ter a voyage of 50,000 miles will re- 
turn in Julie, 1924. The total individ- 
ual cost of the tour will amount to 
about $2,000, which is no more than 
< hat of many leading preparatory 
schools. Six hundred applications 
have already been received, but only 
four hundred students can be accom- 
modated on the first trip. The pro- . 
moters of the school feel confident of 
success and are planning to buy two 
more ships next year, one of which 
will be for girls. The following are 
among the ports which will be visited: 
London, Edinburg, Antwerp, Havre, 
Barcelona, Gilbraltar, Marseilles, Ven 
ice, Naples, Athens, Constantinople, 
Port Said, Calcutta, Singapore, Ma- 
nila, Yokohama, Nagasaki, San 
Francisco, Panama Canal, Havana, 
and Bermuda. — Smith College Week- 
ly.

ACADEMIC NEWS 

A week was recently set apart by 
the Nashville Branch of the American 
Association of University women as 
girls' vocational week. Several mem- 
bers of the Ward-Balmont faculty took 
' an especial interest in carrying out the 
plans tor the week; our Dean of Fac- 
ulty, Miss Norris, spoke before the 
girls of the Hume-Fogg High School 
on "Choosing One's Vocation"; Miss 
Hansom helped in the publicity wortc 
uy contributing an excellent article to 
the Nashville Banner; and Mrs. Bow. n 
stressed the week by giving "My Vo 
cation" as the theme subject to her 
English classes for that week. Many 
interesting and well-written themes 
\, ere handed in by the members of 
Mrs. Bowen's English classes. Among 
tue professions that were chosen by 
me pupils, we notice: Interior Dec- 
orator; Nurse in Girls' Boarding 
Schools; teachers of various subjects, 
buch as: music, physical education or 
uterary work; missionaries in foreign 
Countries; writers; store-keepers; see- 
letaries and care-takers of their fath- 
er's estate. Several girls who could 
not find their talents along worn tnat 
a girl might do ill life, put themselvej 
in the place of boys and told oi tue 
profession that would interest them 
nad they been boys.

Ward-Belmont's art exhibit, which 
opened Thursday and will continue 
free to the public for the next ten 
days, is pronounced by critics one of 
the ablest in all respects which the 
school has ever made. The art de- 
partment of Ward Belmont is one of 
the largest in the South or Middle 
West. Its instructors have received 
the best training obtainable in this 
country. .Mrs. Cora Gibson Plunkett, 
director, and her assistant. Miss 
Louise Gordon, were both graduated 
from the Parsons School of Fine and 
Applied Arts in New York, and studied 
also at the Chicago Art School. Miss 
Edith Flisher, assistant, studied at 
the Philadelphia School of Fine Art. 

The work embraced in the Art 
school course includes complete in- 
struction in outdoor work, interior 
decoration, costume and poster de- 
sign and many varieties of craft work. 
Specimens of each are shown in the 
exhibit, and are done with the ut- 
most skill and correctness of line and 
color. -""N, 

Perhaps the most striking section 
occupies oiio wall devoted to views of 
interior decoration. They include 
many varieties, and as original con- 
ceptions are full of strength and 
beauty. There are stately halls, liv- 
ing rooms and drawing rooms, en- 
trances and courts, each one with no- 
table features of nrrangement and 
fine color application. 

A series of costume drawing is very 
complete. The' dress designs are con- 
fined strictly to the present-day 
modes, and they make a very inter- 
esting display, worthy of reproduc- 
tion as fashion models. 

The poster display by Ward-Bel- 
mont is always notable. It will be 
recalled that the studentH in that lino 
in 1922 won a prize in a national 
poster contest. The exhibition this 
term is limited as to the number of 
pieces, but is very effective. Two 
that are done in strikingly brilliant 
colors against a bright blue back- 
ground make an eloquent plea for 
sparing the lives of plumage birds. 



In the line of craft work the collec- 
tion is varied and very large. It in- 
cudes many branches of craft work, 
and every piece is finshetl with per- 
fect art and painstaking attention to 
detail. Interesting to housekeepers 
will be the old fashioned "tip-top" 
tables now come baok into fashionable 
vogue. They are made of ebonized 
walnut, which lakes a high polish, 
and have inlaid central panels of 
bright-colored (lowers, similar to the 
Dutch flower pictures so much ad- 
mired.

charge of the Ward-Belmont chapel 
services this year. 

Dr. Pugh introduced Dr. Powell, who 
took as the theme of bis address the 
verse known as the "Student's Pray- 
er" from the 90th Psalm, 12th verse: 

"So teach us to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts unto 
wisdom" 

Dr. Powell welcomed the old and 
new students with a beautiful tribute 
to Ward-Belmont as a tremendous 
civic asset; a superb social symbol and 
as an Invaluable spiritual arsenal.

To one point of view, we say 
that Ward-Belmont is a more impor- 
tant body than Congress, for Congress 
can make laws, but Ward-Belmont and 
kindred institutions make lives that 
can live above laws. Enlightenment 
prepares for national as well as indi- 
vidual leadership. And since great 
issues turn often on individual prepa- 
ration, it is the patriotic- attitude to 
educate yourself, as aa expression of 
loyalty to your flag. You can defeat 
error with truth, and. therefore, see 
to It that, as youg Americans, you 
get your facts straight. And, there- 
fore, In our international plan we 
must be educated In order for America 
to gain the peace of the world, 
can be no permanent world peace 
out education.

History of the Organizatii 
W.-B.'s Social Clubs 



That Ward-Belmont must have a 
more democratic social life was the 
decision which led to the discontinue 
tlon of the sororities of Belmont Col 
lege days, which had been Inherited 
by the combined schools, and the in 
stallation of tbe ten social clubs 
which we now enjoy. The social or 
ganlaations in Belmont College con 
stated of six national, or local, sorer 
Ities. The first of these sororities 
waa Phi Mu. a national sorority, 
later taken oat oa account of 
a raise to a regular four-year college 
standard; nest Tan Phi Sigma, a local 
sorority, which later became national 
under the name of Phi Mu Gamma: 
Sigma iota Chi, a national sorority: 
Beta Omlcroa Pi, a national sorority: 
Theta Kappa Delta, a local sorority; 
and another local sorority, which was 
put in during the host few months of 
Belmont and which was formed chiefly 
by Alice Wilson, niece of former 
President Woodrow Wilson. These 
sororities, sponsored by Miss Martha 
A. Caaon, were organised and carried 
on according to regular sorority 'ml 
log. 

Miss Mills and Dr. Martin, who was 
vice-president ft! OhAgttMl at that 
time, were Instrumental la withdraw- 
ing the sorority chapters because they 
felt that in a school of the type of 



Ward-Belmont sororities were not the 
ideal social life. After the sororities 
were done sway with, a year followed 
without organisations to lake their 
places. Then, In response to the re 
peated requests of the girls, the clubs 
came into existence. 

A group of tee ot the leading girls 
in the school were called together. 
They were told of the Intention to 
organise ten social clubs and were 
aaked to select ten other girls. These 
girls formed the nucleus of the clubs 
and carried on the rushing of tbe 
other girls. Every girl la school be- 
came a member of a club, 

And thus were organised the ten 
social clubs which are so dear to every 
girl In Ward Belmont X. L.. Trl-K, 
Oslron, Pentt Tan. T. C-, P. F-. A. K.. 
Del- Vers, Agora, and Twentieth Cen 
tury. 

Their success la unquestioned. 

Their influence is excellent. 

Their programs afford one of the 
school's happiest features 

Ward-Belmont could never do with- 
out them.

OF WORK IN CHINA 

(Continued from page L) 
there is much the same as that of any 
boarding school. They had about thirty 
girls who had been sent from other 
mission schools all over the province. 
In the school the Chinese language is 
used exclusively. Miss Chambers says 
that the mastery of the Chinese lan 
guage is a pure feat of memory. 

In speaking of the girls, Miss Cham- 
bers said with a smile, that while girls 
are essentially the same the world 
over, the very different conditions and 
customs have developed in the Chinese 
girl, characteristics that differ widely 
from those of the American girl. One 
outstanding difference is that virtue 
which they term "Filial piety." It 
amounts almost to religion with the 
Chinese. 

Miss Chambers noticed particularly 
• the total absence of any athletic type, 
e.'ther among the men or the women. 
The Chinese pay much attention to 
the development of the mind but give 
little of their time to that of the 
and none at all to the great de 
agency-esporta. 

However, academically speaking. 
Miss Chambers does not And any 
great difference between the Ward 
Belmont girl and the girls she knew 
in Chengtu.

ABLE SERIES OF LECTURES GIVEN 

BY DR. LEON H. VINCENT OF BOSTON 



NASHVILLE, TENN. 



Inaugurating the series of five lec- 
tures scheduled by Dr. Leon H. Vin- 
cent before the W. B. students, that 
eminent scholar and platform lec- 
turer spake before the school and a 
number of supplementary guests on 
Thursday, his subject being "Carlyle 
and His Wife."

Dr. Leon' H. Vincent's series of five 
lectures before the Ward-Belmont stu- 
dents came to a close on Saturday, 
with his talk on "Anthony Trollope 
and His Literary Adventures." Trol- 
lope, he declared was too much neg- 
lected by the rising generation, and 
he stressed the vigor, clearness and 
interest of his stories, urging that a 
systematic reading of them should be 
undertaken. He told of Trollope's 
dogged perseverance, of his Industri- 
ous habit, and of tbe success which 
lly crowned his long continued ef- 
He literally wrote by the hour, 
as he set himself a daily task of so 
many words, and accomplished it. He 
has an enormous number of books 
to his credit, said Dr. Vincent, the 
greatest of which is probably "Bar- 
Chester Towers," although "Can Yon 
Forgive Her?" had a great success. 

Probably the most talked of lec- 
ture of the whole Vincent series was 
that on "Robert and Elisabeth Barrett 
Browning," given on Thursday after- 
noon, and attended by numerous Nash- 
ville residents who supplemented the 
Interested student audience. 

Dr. Vincent sketched the early -Ufa 
of the Brownings, told of their meet- 
ing, and their courtship, when bom 
were in middle life, of tbe opposition 
of Miss Barrett's father to the mar- 
riage, and of the private ceremony, 
which took place in Mary-le-Bone 
Church. 

Very delightfully, Dr. Vincent pic- 
tured tbe fourteen years of happy 
married life that followed, the Immor- 
tal literary work that the husband and 
wife accompanied, though Mr.

DR. VINCENT'S LECTURES 

GIVE GREAT PLEASURE 

was forced to publish at his own ex 
P' nse. Many people distinguished him 
because of their liking for his wife's 
UghtMt production, yet his unselfish- 
ness allowed him no sense of irritation 
at that. The devotion of the two was 
immortalised not alone in their love 
I* iters written before marriage, but in 
i he Bonnets of the Portuguese, and 
ni any other parts of bis work. Dr. 
Vincent told of her death at Florence 
Jrn r 1M1; and of Browning's 
yoars Later on Dec. 13, 1889. 

In a valuable dissertation on Brown 
ii'B's poetry, Dr. Vincent said: 

"It must be remembered that one's 
enjoyment of any poet depends on 
the habit of reading poetry. You must 
understand a common language be- 
fore the flights of any poet win be 
fully appreciated and understood. It 
is not enough to read Shakespeare, 
you must know his contemporaneous 



writers. And it is my belief that 
Browning Is so generally called ob- 
scure because of three reason: First; 
a difficulty in the themes; his recon- 
dite allusions for Instance to many 
facts In Italian and mediaeval history 
with which the common reader Is not 
familiar. Browning was a philosopher 
as well as a port; he was a learned 
man, versed In many tongues with a 
host of information, that be made use 
of, and very often It was not under- 
stood. "Second: he was very pro- 
found, and his thoughts on God, and 
man were very weighty, and not eas- 
ily assimilated by the ordinary good 
mind; Third, the verbal difficulties, 
Le wrote a language of bis own. But 
if the thought is worth hearing, we 
will have the verse. There are easy 
Browning passages and many of them, 
and it Is certain that he was a great 
master, and a stimulating poet." He 
closed with the inspiring and com- 
forting lines on what is to be after 
death found in "Asolanda." 

Besides the five lecturers before the 
School, Dr. Vincent was called on to 
deliver lectures, while in this section, 
before the students of SL Cecelia 
Academy, Nashville; the Webb School 
at Belle Buckle, Tenn., Tennessee Col- 
lege at Murfreesboro, Tenn., and also 
at Peabody College for Teachers in 
Nashville. His wonderful literary In- 
sight, his scholarly Information and 
his charming habit of speech made 
his lectures notable among the great

of war funds. He also alluded to Mr. 
Folk's ten-year record of services with 
the state as Treasurer and Fire in- 
surance Commissioner, "from wnlcb 
he retired with an unexcelled record 
and an unblemished name," said Mr.

That Ward-Belmont has Increased 
its enrollment in recent years; from 
three hundred to six hundred, a point 
at which the enrollment has remained 
for three years? 

That Heron Hall, the red-brick 
preparatory dormitory, was construct- 
ed in 1917 and Mrs. H. W. Adams 
was installed as hostess. In 1923, all 
girls were moved from the cottages 
and were placed In dormitories on the 
campus. A step which has been 
voted, "the greatest Improvement ever 
made". 

That the new gymnasium will prob 
ably be, on Its completion, the finest 
in the South? 

That the faculty has been increas 
ing as rapidly as the enrollment, and 
that especially. In the French, Eng- 
lish, and Spanish departments, many 
able teachers have been added? 

That the department of music Is 
believed to have reached a standard 
of excellency that few schools can 
surpass? 

That, as the school grew, new terri- 
tory was added, including the athletic 
field, and a country club which was 
located at Edenwold; however, during 
the war, the building of a war powder 
plant, nearby, made that site undesir- 
able, and it became necessary to sub- 
stitute Woody Crest as a country 
home? 

That Dr. Landreth, president of the 
institution for two years after its con- 
solidation, was followed by Dr. Blan- 
ton, long the notable president of 
Ward Seminary, who has been at its 
head ever since. There have been 
several deans of faculty — Dr. Cox, 
Miss McDuffy, Miss Norris, and Miss 
Hawks. Mrs. Blan ton. first dean of 
women, was succeeded by Miss Mills. 

That the first uniform was a com 
binatlon of the Ward and Belmont 
uniforms— a navy blue suit with 
brown trimmings, and that it was 
very Impractical because big, little, 
long, and short had to wear the same 
slse hat, and the same type of suit. 

That governing was done at first by 
the teachers and hostesses. Then, 
one year, the girls of Pembroke de- 
cided to try out student government, 
and chose Ethel Payne, of Greenville, 
Missouri, as president A three-month 
test showed that there were many 
merits in the plan, which was then 
adopted by the whole school, with 
Smlace Spencer as president.

The class of Journalism made a 
practical study of newsgathering on 
Monday morning, on a trip down town 
visiting some of tbe notable Institu- 
tions. The three places selected were 
the Juvenile Court presided over by 
Judge Barton Brown, the City Hos- 
pital and the Tennessee School for 
tbe Blind. It was with a feeling of 
true thankfulness that the girls made 
these visits. Thankfulness for our 
own Innumerable blessings, and thank- 
fulness that, by the use of those fac- 
ulties for usefulness with which we 
have been endowed, we might better 
tbe conditions of those less fortunate 
than ourselves. 

The fact that, when the class ar- 
rived at the Juvenile Court, there were 
no cases to be witnessed, proved a 
blessing in disguise, for the girls had 
a most interesting and profitable 
portuntty of hearing a short talk 
Judge Barton Brown, who spoke to 
tbem concerning the Juvenile Court, 
its purpose, problems and solutions. 

The purpose of the Juvenile Court," 
ease Judgi* B*own/"ls primarily for 
correction. It Is In this, that the Jeve- 
nOe Court differs from the Criminal 
Mtorts which are primarily for punish- 
ment. It Is my earnest desire that the 
people should bear this point In mind, 
since it is rather universally mis- 
under. In dealing with a boy only re- 
cently, we met with opposition from 
his mother who said, 'I don't want my 
boy corrected, If he wants to roam tbe 
streets, let him go.' It Is this lack o( 
co-operation which makes it necessary 
for us to have reformatories which 
will take the youthful offender entirely 
away from his harmful environment." 
Judge Brown was kind enough to 
Illustrate his valuable Information 
with interesting cases which bad come 
before his notice. That the work ia 
the Juvenile Court is vital and ap 
pealing was shown by Judge Brown's 
earnest and thoughtful attitude. It 
is expected that the Journalism class 
may later have the opportunity of 
seeirg certain cases dealt with. 

Hospital Visited 

The Journalism Class was conducted 
around the City hospital by Dr. Hearne 
Bradley, an interne, who offered much 
interesting and necessary explana 
tory material. 

The hospital takes all of aa average 
of four hundred cases a month. At 
present there are about 185 patients. 
Those not serious are merely treated 
in an emergency room and sent to 
their homes. 

There are charity wards— indeed, 
the majority of Oity Hospital patient 
come under this provision. But th Co

when they leave the school, they often 
have almost normal vision restored. 

The campus Is a veritable play 
ground, dotted with chute-the-chutes, 
merry-go-rounds, and other devices for 
the pleasure of the younger children. 
There are three main buildings of 
brick, and several smaller ones. The 
school is made up of three depart- 
ments: the primary grades, the inter- 
mediate, and the high school depart- 
ment. All the grades are required to 
take Physical and Manual training, 
and vocal music. Individual lessons 
are also given In the last named. 

At present there are about 99 boys 
and 68 girls from 6 to 12 years of age 
enrolled. Mr. Thurman Foutch, super- 
visor of larger boys, escorted as 
through the various departments. It 
is remarkable to see those sightless 
children performing with ease, tasks 
that seem difficult for those of us who 
have perfect vision. 
SSjdkclass of Glee Club girls gave some 
Thanksgiving numbers, and the leader, 
It was Interesting to note, keeps time 
by beating in rhythm against some 
object with her baton. 

In a study hall, several high-school 
boys were busy studying Algebra, 
which Is worked out on slates with 
tiny little steel blocks. One young 
a few paragraphs orally 
from "Ben Hur," a giant book of 1(8 
pages, and having six supplementary 
volumes. The slate writing is Inter- 
esting and most Intricate in that all 
the letters have to be written back- 
wards, so that protruding dots will be 
in correct Hne and direction for the 
touch when the paper Is reversed.

Mr. Foutch illustrated the great ex- 
pense incurred to run the school, by 
the large, low-relief map of the states 
used in Geography classes. This map 
alone cost $867.60. One set of spell 
lng books that we can buy at any 
book store In ordinary sight reading 
for forty cents, cost them, In Braille 
system, $18.60. So yon see why the 

Every boy and girls has one period 
a day In manual and domestic training 
respectively. In the shops it seems 
thst there would be frequent accl 
dents caused by the sharp instruments 
and other machinery, but the super- 
visor said that boys were seldom hurt, 
and that when they were, It was 
mostly the result of 
rather than of any handicap of 
unable to see. 

In s year's work of the shop, there 
are from 200 to 260 dosen chairs. 160 
to 200 dosen brooms, and 100 dosen 
mops made, snd msny mattresseg 
renovated. As an Illustration of the 
intricacy of the work accomplished, six 
strands of bamboo are Interwoven in 
each chair bottom. This requires the 
utmost skill and percision. The girls 
weave baskets, make rugs, garments, 
use the loom, and become proficient 

"touch" system. Self-threading 
dies and machines are used. 

Over in the gymnasium a treat 
In store for us. A small girls' cL 
was playing relay pass ball. Enthus- 
iasm was great and the girls with par- 
tial Bight in true sisterly spirit, 
helped the blind In all ways poessble. 
This wonderful spirit of love and un- 
selfishness seems prevalent through- 
out the school. 

One little girl, totally blind, climbed 
a twenty-five foot ladder to the ceiling 
and came down, head foremost. 

"Gymnasium is one of the most 
helpful things for the blind," Mr. 
Foutch explained. "Many people come 
here, frail and delicate, without hav- 



ing had the proper amount of exer 

physical condition Is always 
by this muscular development." 

Strains of music from a nearby 
building reached oar ears. This was 
probably practice hour for the Ten- 
nessee Blind School Brass Band, tarn 
ous in Nashville for Its most excll- 
lently and willingly prepared eon- 
certs given frequently at various 
events of the town. The music course 
at the school Is especially strong, 
snd all pupils are required to learn 
to read Braille mask as soon as they 
become proficient In the alphabet. 



Cleanliness seems to be one of the 
chief attributes of the school. Bach 
dining table seats six pwpils with an 
officer or teacher at the head. 

There are two doctors and a nurse 
resident in the school. Records are 
kept of the individual pupils' eyes, 
and they are treated and operated 
on as necessary. 

The entire work of the school Is 
remarkable and what seems to us the 
impossible, is being accomplished

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DISTINGUISHED SCHOLAR LECT 
AT WARD 



Powys, staff lecturer for the ex- 
tension societies of Oxford, Cambridge 
and London Universities, lectured be- 
fore the students of Ward-Belmont 
Wednesday morning at 11:30 o'clock 
on "John Milton." Introduced by Dr. 
J. D. Blanton, president. Dr. Powys 
delivered a lecture of wonderful bril- 
liance and power. He called Milton 
the great Puritan poet, whose Puri- 
tanism was transfigured by the su- 
preme art of his soul. 

"All art now, said Dr. Powys, "is 
on the side of the enemies of Puritan- 
ism, and if. we could assemble the 
spirit of Puritanism with the idea of 
beauty, here in this America, the coun- 
try which is the hope of the world, 
the great psycho-analytical miracle 
would be performed. 

Alluding to the antagonism which 
exists always between women and 
Milton, because of his being arrayed 
against women from the beginning. 
Dr. Powys, said he realised he would 
be speaking to the minority in his 
discussion of Milton, whose genius, he 
said; "is absolutely alone among all 
the poets of the world, and he created 
his own world. Me is the most mas- 
culine artist the world has ever 
known, and in building up his imagery 
he was the greatest egoist who has 
ever written. Brought up in the coun- 
try, he yet knew little of the real 
beauties of nature, a fact, proven by 
the blunders he made in nature allus- 
ions. He was devoted to his father, 
their relations being always exalted 
and beautiful, but never mentions 
even his mother, — his antagonism to 
women again manifest. He was' the 



ON JOHN 

supreme example of the scholar-artist 

and he actually rutented religion, part 
pagan as he was. Much of the Puritan 

Protestantism Is Miltohic. He was 
not a Catholic — maybe not even a 
Christian as we would use the term. 

"His attitude towards Bin, 1b simply 
uncleanness like a festering" sore. He 
turns Christ into a Pagan God, a little 
Hercules, and when he comes to de- 
scribe the great head of sin, Satan, 
he makes him beautiful, because Mil- 
ton had no conception of sin. ' He 
made Lucifer heroic. His sin was 
merely voluptuous degeneracy, he 
knew nothing of the sins of malice, 
and cruelty and vindictlveness, be- 
cause he had the all of these." 

Dr. Powys pronounced the little 
poems, "L'Allegro," and "II Pense- 
rosa," not Milton's most beautiful, or 
best, though so much memorised by 
students, which he considered unfor- 
tunate. He alluded to the poem "The 
Clock" as faultless production, and 
devoted considerable time to a clever 
discussion of "Cosmos" and spoke at 
length of his favorite of them all, 
"Lysidas." In Milton's technic, and 
matter of arranging words, he said 
they were so clear any child could" 
understand them. His success lay 
wholly in his arrangement of the 
words with his Imagination back of 
them. He was a cubist, and a futurist 
In poetry, and understood If ever mor- 
tal did, the mathematics of beauty. 
His pure style, and pure art, he ex- 
toiled with great powers of Imagery. 
He made an appeal to the students to 
study Milton for his beauty of imagery 
especially, and told of his blindness, 
and the climax of his Hie and his 
work.

TO US AT VESPERS 

Bishop Johnson of Colorado, who 
Is In Nashville, leading a mission at 
the Church of the Advent, after Nola 
Arter and Nell Peters bad sung "The 
Dawn of Hope," Sunday evening at 
vespers, talked to us on Religion, 
Grace, and Worship. He defined re- 
ligion as being one's own relationship 
with God: grace, as the possible state 
existing between a mortal and his 
Maker; worship, as the act of giv- 
ing ones true worth. To be truly 
religious we must advance from the 
subjective, or ourselves, to the ob- 
jective which takes in humanity and 
fellowmen.
